War Hum Cut Ilunn Supply of Men- 
Europe I'slinr Women In Sliojis. 

One hundred Hfty young women 
studying to 1-e electrical --engineers — 
that i« "'e BMl which tin, engineer- 
ing division (if the college has set 
for the coming year. 

Because of the war, men are al- 
ready lacking for many ciiRinoerinfi 
positions, and the supply will before 
ionT will still be smaller, 

'Women are being employed as 
power plant operators In tho liirueai 
t'tiitril stations of Europe," comment- 
ed Clarence E. lleid, professor of 
electrical engineering, "and are found 
entirely satisfactory. Xonc of the 
hiaihiuery In t&CM stations l« opcr- 
n:od by haml. Irtll is all controlled by 
various forms of elettricnl motors, 
,ct into opedatlon by the touch of a 
I utlon, or by electro -magnets or air 
pressure, com rolled iti the same man- 
ner, so lint physical strength is m<t 
at all necessary. Work of this sort 
in less tiring and les:; coniiiilne than 
many forms of work in which women 
are now engaged, f-ir central stations 
uperatjrs may use scats freely, and 
have more variety of movement in 
th'dr work." 

In the i'nite.l States telephone man- 
ufacturers and other employers ol 
etiKinecr:; are* urging that women lake 
up this field of activity. Desirable 
iiiialll'cations for entering upon en- 
nijieerhift ptndy comprise ability In 
mathematics u.nl iuten.'Ht En scientific 
study.

A Kansas Aggie rubbed elbows 
with President Wilson the other day. 
In a letter to a friend here, the for- 
mer student, now a corporal In the 
Second Engineers and stationed at 
the American University grounds in 
Washington. I>. C„ tells of life at the 
Capital city, of the parades and re- 
views, and of tie senate in action. 
Here are parts of the letter: 

• * * "To begin with, we have fixed 
up the camp consldcraldy, which 
makes me believe that wo will stay 
here for some little ttmo. Last Sat- 
urday (he entire regiment passed In 
reilew before Secretary Baker at the 
army and navy building. It was about 
a U-mlle Mkc altogether, but was 
not nearly so tiresome aa a "i-mlle 
hike at El Paso. The Second Engi- 
neers was the only regiment lo pass 
in review. 

The President Sainted. 

"Yesterday was the big parade on 
Pennsylvania avenue. » • * That cer- 
tainly was one event I'll never for- 
get. I saw President and Mrs. Wil- 
son several times during the day. 
The President led the parade, walk- 
lug in ordinary dross between three 
men who were li: dress. The Marine 
Band, of course, was the leading mus- 
ical organization. The parade lasted 
for more than iwo hours. We wore 
not in it. Every other outfit within a 
radius of fifty miles was, • • ■• Yon 
wfj probably see the parade in the 
11 curst Weekly Movies. I saw the 
parade at Thirteenth street. I not- 
Iced the movie machine was pointed 
my way, so it misht be that you can 
fee me — three of us are lined up to- 
gether along the rope. 

"After the parade and afier having 
supper, two of us decided to go to 
the National theatre. We asked a 
cop if there was a chance to see the 
President. He looked 'us over and

Increased Trade Has Caused Demand 
far More Sert tec. 
The college cafeteria which opened 

September ii has lengthened the meal- 
time hours to accomodate the many 
students wlio are finding It more con- 
vefdeat to make this their regular 
Warding place for thlp year. 

The cafeteria Is now doing about 
capacity business. Many more stu- 
dents are taking breakfasts this year 
than last and there is the usual lunch 
time I'ne. The breakfast hour now 
Is from 7 to Si 3d o'clock, but there 
is Utile patronage after 8 o'clock, 
according to Miss Monroe, cafeteria 
manager. The noon meal is served 
from 11:30 until 1:1ft, o'clock except 
on Monday, chajiel day, when the 
door is opened at 12 o clock. This 
plves no one an excuse to cut chapel 
to be firsl in line, but will give ever; 
one an pven start from the auditor- 
ium The evening meal Is served 
from .". :l.j until S:30 o'clock. 



The enrollment of students at the 
close of the registering work yester- 
day was 117.1, a decrease of 760 from 
the total fall enrollment last year. 
Because the registrar's office Is still 
busily engagsd In registering late ar- 
livals. the results have not been lab- 
ulaied either by classes or by sexes. 
Probably the freshman class will 
constitute close to a half of the to- 
tal number of persons registered. It 
will at least be one-third, It is thought 
Plenty of Coeds. 
The prediction that the girls would 
probably be In the majority, Instead 
of the two to one ratio ol men of for- 
mer years, also will probably he born 
out. In many of the classes, where 
last year the men were at least ;in- 
50, only a scattering of persons of 
the male gender new Is seen. 

Notwithstanding the smallness of 
the enrollment, the number of her- 
eon* back In college is a surprise to 
a number of college atuhoritles w p ho 
have i..-mi close to the student situa- 
tion this summer. In many of the 
Eastern colleges, less than a 50 per 
cent enrollment Is expected. At Wis- 
consin, according to W. A. S'imner, 
14, who was visiting friends here 
yestcrdav, the college authorities are 
hoping for GO per cent, but not ex- 
pecting more than T.0 per cent. From 
a study of the situation in other insti- 
tutions, the conditions are much 
worse than at Manhattan, thinks Mr. 
Sumner, who was formerly assistant 
in industrial journalism hern end Is 
now bulletin' editor at the Wisconsin 
university experiment station. 
Siearly Htfne Tuesday. 
The work of enrolling proceeded 
without a hitch the fore part ot the 
week. More than a halt of the stu- 
dents entered the first day, and by 
Tuesday evening only a few remained 
to lie assigned. Assigning ended on 
Wednesday morning at 11 o'clock. 
Since that time students who have 
'tad lo be reassigned, and new stu- 
dents, have been taken care ot at the 
registrar's office. 

The special winter semester, which 
Is scheduled lo begin November 1, 
will draw enough students lo hike the 
tnrollment figures materially, Miss 
Jessie Mel). Maehir. registrar, be- 
lieves. The winter term has always 
1 een the heaviest in the past, and 
this special semester, arranged for 
ar,ricullurat students, is oxpeted to 
In a way take the place of the fall 
term. The enrollment in the divis- 
ion of agriculture Is especially low 
Ibis year, showing that many of the 
student;; are probably on the farm 
this year.

A decided -limp in enrollment 
which looms up particularly large 
when this year's figures are compar- 
ed with last year's record -breaking 
number of students, lias caused many 
who have been here for the past two 
ir threo years to view the prospect^ 
of a successful school year with 
alarm. Why? 

Here are a few facts regarding en- 
rollment, many more students en- 
rolled than were expected: a much 
larger percentage of students reg- 
istered than were present at three 
Eastern colleges, which opened this 
week; probably as large a ratio of 
students have entered K. S. A. C. as 
will enter any institution In the coun- 
try. 

This year"*, figures are not cause 
for worry or discouragement, hut they 
should bring encouragement. Willi 
Kansas one of the largest of the ag- 
ricultural states, and with conscrip- 
tion taking a large numiwr of farm 
workers, it is only natural that a 
large decrease should be felt. 

One result sure to be obtained by 
the decreased enrollment ts an awak- 
ening of Kansas and Kansans lo the 
realization that the nation is really 
at war. Persons »lu have been in 
the Eastern states during the Hummer 
report n marked difference in lite at- 
titude of the citizens of the two sec 
turns. In Eastern Institutions, the 
return of as large a percentage of 
students as is present at K. S. A. C. 
would cause genera] hilarity. Yale 
■ Dd I Lin :u r l will lie without foot- 
ball teams, it has Intra announced, a 
sure, indication that the authorities 
at these universities do not look for 
a normal enrollment 

Instead of being gloomy over the 
situation here, l"t us look at the en- 
rollment ns l icing over, Instead of un- 
der, normal.

Democracy, ir It Is anything,' is a 
condition under wililch equality or ob- 
ligation guea hand in hand with equal- 
ity of opportunity, declared Major 
Gen, Leonard Wood, in sneaking be- 
fore the students or the College and 
ti large number of townspeople of 
Manhattan In the auditorium Monday 
afternoon. 

General Wood was military govern- 
or of Cuba, commander of the I" nited 
Slates army in the Philippines, spec 
ial ambassador to the Argentine Re- 
public, and fs now major general in 
the United States Army, with com- 
mand of Camji Funston at Fort RHey. 
"We have had little wars before, 
but they have never compared with 
this war today." said General Wood. 
"We have not gone Into this war be- 
cause we love war — In tact, no nation 
has been more anxious to keep peace 
than ours." 

"Thla war will not be easily won," 
sold General Wood. "Many hundreds 
of thousands of our boys must go 
ucross the sea, and many, many 
thousands of them will not come 
back. They are going against a na- 
tion whose soldiers are willing to die 
In heaps — whose soldiers are the 
beat trained men and as good soldiers 
as ever stepped forth to the march 
although they belong to a nation 
whose acts we condemn. 

Allies In Bad Shape. 
The situation of our allies Is bad 
the general pointed out, and the 
breakdown In RusBia will maka the 
war much longer and much more ser- 
ious. "We must finish It on the other 
side," he declared, "or it will be fin- 
ished here." 

Will Be Won by Men. 
This war will not be won by new 
Inventions— not by nome wonderful 
production of Edison, or some mar- 
velous combination of circumstances, 
the former chief or stair said; it will 
not be won in the air, and all the 
talk of winning In the air m^ans 
nothing, although we need all the 
aeroplanes we can get; but this war 
will be won by the machine God 
made — men, well trained and well 
disciplined. 

Seed Universal Service. 
General Wood emphasized through- 
out his address, which was crammed 
with facts— facts and common sense 
—that the only safeguard which will 
save our nation Is universal training 
and preparedness agalust war. "In 
time of peace prepare for war," he 
quoted from George Washington. That 
nation which sends Us men untrain- 
ed and undisciplined against the 
trained and disciplined men of an 
enemy, Is a murderer of its citizens. 
he gave as the message of Light 
Horse Harry Lee to fols countrymen. 
Preparedness does not mean getting 
into war, he declared, but preparing 
for the inevitable, he declared, and 
he made his audience believe it, too. 
The nation that waits until war Is 
declared to make Its preparations is 
the nation that will have the large 
heaps of unnecessary dead on the bat- 
tlefield, We are now In the sixth 
month or the war— longer than the 
average duration of modern wars, he 
pointed out, and we see our canton- 
ments not yet completed, our offi- 
cers' trslnlng camps still going on, 
and the first of our drafted troops 
just coming in. Ask yourselves, he 
told his audience, what would have 
happened to us if we had had to meet 
the Teutonic -allies while we were 
getting ready. We should thank God 
that we had allies to hold the line 
■vhile we are getting ready. 

In this country we have equality 
or opportunity and that means equal 



into France was shorter, it would 
have cost a million men to travel It, 
Numbers amount to but little unless 
trained— a wolf never gets frightened 
by t':ie at/.e of the flock of sheep. 
Praises Local Inndltlons, 

You have made our work of train- 
ing an army about three times as 
easy as it would have been. General 
Wood told his audience, by getting 
rid of rum. That will be of much 
help. The tnen we send to the war 
will come out of It— those who do 
come back— lietter men than when 
they went In, more conservative and 
IhoiigliUnl, with more respect for the 
rights or others, and with their 
minds and bodies Utter trained and 
t'O-ordinated.

professor declared.

I expected 
bm to teal bad v.htn I refused, but 
ho brought out some soda water and 
seemed to enjoy the toasts just as 
well.

each of the four Varsity teams, the president of the Y. M. C A., 
and the editor of The Collegian, would hundle "pep" matters. 
Made up of the Aggie students who already have shown Initiative 
and enthusiasm, the new student "pep" committee would have aa 
lis aim the creation of enthusiasm for nitiletiea in any manner It 
chose fit. Seeing that likely men became candidates for the team 
and that regular cheering -practices be held al the afternoon prac- 
tice scrimmages would be a pan of the tody'* work In other 
words, the organ Uation. by adopting a plan of control already 
proven successful In Bustern colleges, would stir up Aggie root- 
ers to an enthusiasm as high as that of other institutions.

IT. settled that mutter 
by '.i' i -tin;,' a ¥10 prize to th^ student suggesting the best "name. 
Suggestions must be handed In by Saturday. October I, and the 
naTT.o chosen and the successful student's name will be fnibHshctl 
in Tho Collegian Oetolier 9. 

The plan has been worked jut, and all that remains is the full 
approval of the student Iwdy at the special strdent assembly Wed- 
nesday morning. Catering to no spevlal eltone, clan or faction, the 
■ piini should apuoal to every student. With eael of the members 
a representative of the entire sUnlen body, no more democratic, 
yet efficient, manner of handling the "pep*' situation has t*en 
suggested. The work is coneeutratcd on the 'en students, and the 
blame for any Inaction can be traced directly to those responsible. 
The I'ollegian takes no credit for originating the plan, ft merely 
presents, with its fullest approval, what has been suggested by 
others as a real means of reviving "pep."

Canadians in Good Fighters, Sajs 

IV. Y. Morgan, Who Predicts That 

the Football Training of the 

Americans Will Come In 

Handy 1" Trenches. 



Canada lias toe best system of car- 
ing for her wounded soldiers of all 
ihe countries now at war, in the opin- 
ion of the Hon. W. Y. Morgan, lieuten- 
ant governor of Kansas, who ad- 
dressed the students and faculty at 
general assembly Monday morning. 

More Uian a thousand wounded men 
arc brought noma to Canada every 
month, and thejc man are cared for 
in large hospitals, explained the 
speaker, who spent last summer in 
Canada studying the condittona there. 
Many men, he pointed out, come home 
from the war with an arm or a leg 
or an eye missing, and these Hospit- 
als are equipped to teach them some 
trade, As soon aa they RsVtf recovered 
from their wounds. 

"There Is hardly a man suitable for 
war to be found in Canada." declared 
Mr. Morgan. "The women of Canada 
have had to do the work ot the tens 
of thousand* of men who nave bad to 
go to war. The work in stares, in 
munition plants, and on farms, aa well 
as practically all other work, is being 
done by women and children and old 
men." 

American and Canadian soldiers ara 
better enulpped for war than are the 
soldiers of other countries, in the 
opinion of the speaker. Germany, 
England and France have very tew 
sports of any kind, while most Ameri- 
can and Canadian boys have had good 
training in different sports. The boys 
ol other countries have had too little 
food and too much drink. They are 
just as brave, but they are not physi- 
cally as fit as our boys. 

"The German people have been 
taugfot that they are the mightiest 
people In the world and that it Is 
their divine right to command the 
world, and they would try to con- 
vince you that such overlordschtp 
would be the best thin? for the world. 
We stand for the government tn which 
the strong protect the weak. There it 
was Inevitable that the two govern- 
ments would clash."

Clevenger's backfleld delivered the 
goods, "Germany's" line held like thj 
proverbial stone wall, the Kansas Ag- 
gies played real football, and the 
Baker Methodists were defeated to 
ZA, In the season's opener Saturday. 
With all three regulars from last 
year's eleven gone, the backflold that 
Coach Clevenger patched together 
during the past two weeks rounded 
Hie ends and riddled the line like am- 
gte backfieids of old. Big Leo Ptacek 
ploughed through and around the line, 
and refused to be downed until at 
least two, and sometimes as many as 
four and five Baldwin athletes, had 
attached themselves to his parson, 
Harwood hit straight through center 
just like Eddie Wells did last year. 

But Hinds was the sensation. The 
diminutive speedster, a star quarter 
back on Scott's freshman eleven last 
year, blossomed out as a real open 
field star. He didn't surprise those 
who knew him, but many In tbe stands 
who expected that the "boy" would 
last through only a few minutes of 
play, were couvlnced that Hinds was 
a man when it came to "allck-to-it- 
iveness,"' fight, endurance and ball 
carrying ability. 

Hinds is a flashy player who at- 
tracts attention every time he makes 
a play, partly because ot bis size— or 
lack of it— and partly because of his 
speed, in Saturday's contest, It was 
no uncommon stunt for the speedster 
to be tackled, bounce away from his 
tackier, fall on bis back to the ground, 
and arise with the same momentum 
with which he fell, reeling off another 
five or ten yards. 

The line held, as a line is supposed 
to do. Whedon and Roda were the 
big factors in the forward group, but 
Frankeutioff, Gates and Aye, playing 
bide by side In the middle of tbe line 
allowed tbe Baker men no holes 
through which to plunge for gains 
Keys flashed brilliantly at end, and 
Captain "Stiff'' ttandels was the same 
old all-valley player, catching Johnny 
Clarke's forward passes and the Bak- 
er men who came his way, with the 
same ease of execution. Clarke's 
bteadlneBs at quarter was an Import- 
ant factor in the "get away" of the 
newer members of the eleven. 

The Aggies marched down the field 
four times, each drive netting a 
touchdown. On the first drive, the 
ball was lugged 60 yards. Then a 
penalty of 15 yards took the ball 
back to the 23-yard line. Hinds took 
the ball on tbe first play and sifted 
through the entire Baker eleven tor 
the remaining distance to the goal 
line, making the firBt score of the sea- 
son.

The Oklahoma team IIiIb year la ex- 
ceptionally heavy in the line, with a 
lightning fast backlield, the whole 
team averaging 1667 pounds. The line 
averages 17& pounds, with Lawrence 
at left tackle weighing 202 pounds, 
Chase at left guard weighing 192 
pounds, and no linemen weighing less 
than 175 except the two ends, who 
weigh 165 and 157 pounds. This makes 
a formidable line, and one that will 
test fully the power of the Aggie 
backs In Une bucks. 

The man that the Aggies will have 
the real trouble in stopping, though 
is Gallagher, captain and left half. 
Gallagher is said to be a whirlwind 
end runner, and strung In a broken 
field. He Is one of the fastest track 
men In the Southwest conference, and 
If he once gets loose, a score Is nearly 
certain. The Oklahomans play both a 
running game, and a passing game, 
with Gallagher always the star. In 
the opinion of Coach Clevenger, 
though. If the Aggies can stop Galla- 
gher, they will win. 

Although they will be outweighed 
four to six pounds to the man, on an 
average, the Aggie Wildcats do not 
fear 'em. According to the dope In the 
j'.p-pie camp Gallagher will meet his 
match In speed, broken field running, 
and in taking passes. In the person 
of one George Hinds, and that the 
Oklahoma line, heavy as It is, will 
have a hard time in stopping Ptacek 
and Harwood on line bucks. Captaiu 
"Stiff" Randels is also figuring on 
giving the Oklahoma ends quite a lit- 
tle trouble when it coineb to end 
runs. 

Physically, the Aggies are in good 
shape. Although there were several 
minor Injuries from last Saturday's 
game, none of them were serious, and 
nobody will be out of the game, 
Strengthened with the add'tion of Sul- 
livan and Slattery, who are both elig- 
ible for Saturday's game, and heart- 
ened by their showing in the Baker 
game, the Wildcats are confident of a 
victory Saturday.

The subjects are arranged in two 
groups, and students who have had 
a large amount of military science and 
of engineering work will have an 
eify lime getting admittance to the 
Leavenworth camp. 

Provisional second lieutenancies last 
for two years. At the end of that 
lime, if the war department is sat- 
isfied with the oificer, he is retained 
He may he honorably dlBcharged, 
however, at the option of (he depaart- 
ment, or he may withdraw M the end 
of that period If he chooses.

special aptitude for military ser- 
v ice. 

In the absense of the professor 
of military science and tactics, 
you nre requested to furnish the 
department wit this information, 
using the attached forms for that 
purpose. 

Fifteen blank forms were received 
liv President Waters, who has turned 
the letter and the blanks over to W. 
B. Wendt, acting commandant, who 
Is making a search for available men 
to recommend. All candidates are re- 
quested to send in thnir names as 
soon as pobbIIiIc if they desire an ap- 
pointment.

Doctor Waters for many years has 
beea recognized as a leader In agri- 
culture and education, A graduate 
of the University of Missouri, and a 
lormer student of European unlversl- 
tien, he was for many years connect- 
ed with the college of agriculture 
and the state hoard of agriculture of 
Missouri. For !"• years he was dean 
of ttie college of agriculture. 
Came Here in liMW. 

In 1909, when the board of regents 
was seeking the strongest agricultur- 
ist in America for president of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college, It 
decided unanimously to call Doctor 
Waters.* He accepted, and since that 
time has been head of the institution, 
developing the teaching. Investigation. 
end extension activities to a point of 
higli efficiency. 

I>octor Waters' eminence In agri- 
culture and education has '>cen nat- 
ionally recognized. In 1913, he was 
for a long time considered for the: 
secretaryship of agriculture, and in' 
the following years he has made: 
special commlslsoner to the Philip- 
pines. When war began President 
Waters was called Into frequent con- 
ference with government officials. Re- 
cently he was appointed federal food 
administrator for Kansas He served 
also as a member of the price fixing 
board on wheat He Is chairman of 
the state council of defense and an 
officer In numerous other state and 
national organizations. He Is widely

Dean J. T. Wlllard— The outstanding characteristic of President 
Waters is his recognition and grasp of the larger problems of 
economics, sociology and education in their relation to the funda- 
mental, permanent interests of agriculture, and ot rural commun- 
ities. 

Among the most prominent features of his administration of 
tho college, have heen its thorough organization under the deans 
and other administrative officers; the raising of the entrance re- 
quirements to the college to 15 units of high school work; the 
strengthening of all of the curricula which this advance made 
possible; the establishment of the school of agriculture, and the 
great enlargmont in the work of college extension. He has also 
succeeded in raising notably the standard of the Qtialificatlom of 
teachers In the institution. 

The pronounced success of his administration has been recog- 
nized by constantly Increasing appropriations by the legislature 
for Its maintenance, and the college now disburses the largest to- 
tal income of any Institution in the state. 



Dean A. A, Potter— I admire and respect Doctor Waters for his 
executive ability, for his breadth of view, for his scientific at- 
tainments and for his human qualities. 

As an executive he has been eminently successful. He waa al- 
ways fair, looked for and secured results, and gave those under 
him every opportunity to develop. His executive ability has been 
demonstrated by the fact that the college faculty has had, during 
his administration, no cliques. Each and every one connected with 
the institution was ready at all times to co-operate with and to 
follow Doctor Waters, as all knew that he had at heart the In- 
terests ot the Institution, the state and tbe individual. 

Those of us who have watched the growth of K. S. A. C, par- 
ticularly with reference to standards of scholarship and stand- 
ing as an Institution or higher education, feel greatly grieved at 
the possibility of Doctor Waters resigning at the present time. 
The loss will be felt not only by k. S. A. C. and by the state of 
Kansas, but by v all the laud grant institutions of the Cntted 
State,* on the councils and committees of which Doctor Waters 
has had a most prominent part. 



Dean H. L. Kent— For farslghted constructive work. In the in- 
stitution and out over the state and nation. In the field of agricul- 
ture and la the field of economics,, for human sympathy and in- 
terest In the worjt and welfare of tbe students, and fellow work- 
ers, 1 have never known the equal of President Waters. We will 
miss him in the future growth of the college. Men came here to 
work and stayed because ot their confidence in him. The Insti- 
tution occupied its place In the elate because of hia clear-sighted 
vision of what it should do. We will miss him more for his 
leadership In the htnte at large — I can only hope that his leader- 
ship In the new field will be of the same large service to ub. The 
personal contact we must forego in the future, and that we re- 
gret most of all. 



Prof. J. O. Hamilton— When President Waters takes up his lar- 
ger work, the Institution will loFe an executive whose vision baa 
meant the growth or the college, the faculty will lose the Inspira- 
tion of a man whose life has l>een spent In service for others, 
the student will lose a friend whose heart and sympathetic nature 
enabled him to enter into the spirit 'ot st.ident life in all Its 
Phases, and the state and community will lose In Doctor and .Mrs, 
Waters two Ideal Kansans whose places cannot be filled. 



Prof. J. E. Karameyer— The resignation of President Waters is 
a severe loss to the college and to the state. In executive ability 
he ranks with the highest, and nods to this the ability and at- 
tainments of the scientist and the teacher — a rare combination 
indeed. A man or large vision, yet not visionary; an idealist, yet 
safely and sanely practlctl; a scholar, but blessed (with an 
abundance of good, common sense; quick to decide, but never 
rash; always courageous, full ot enthusiasm but not bluster: 
kind and generous but never weak: a hard worker and a hater 
of shame; a leader with whom It was a pleasure to Join In service 
to the state; this Is Doctor Waters. Regretfully and reluctant- 
ly we accept his decision to leave us. "When comes such an- 
other?'' 



Prof. I* E. Conrad— In the resignation or President Waters, the 
Kansas State Agricultural college loses a man whose place can be 
filled only with the greatest difficulty, if at all. His administra- 
tion has been characterized by the advance of the Institution from 
a place or comparative obscurity to one of outstanding promin- 
ence among the colleges of Its class, and by repeated changes In 
the curricula, each one of which raised our standards of work. 
The teachers In the division of engineering regret the resignation 
of President Waters.

Prof. N. A. Crawford— Many of us feel that Doctor Waters is the 
strongest president in the United States. Certainly no man has a 
broader appreciation or a clearer vision of the economic and 
educational needs of the nation, and especially the Middle West To 
this the heart of America, he stands out as a recognized leader 
and prophet of that world democracy whose great hoar la about 
to strike. 



Prof, Ralph R. Price— The educational world hat few men who 
have the combination of marked educational achievement and ad- 
ministrative ability, together with the deep, sane, broad-minded 
view of the large usefulness of educational Institutions that Presi- 
dent Waters has manifested in a truly hrllliant manner at the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural college. He has placed our Institution on 
the educational map of the world, and has won for It the enthus- 
iastic support of the whole state.

The Industrial department Is doing 
tbe most effective work of all de- 
partments In this college in getting 
the students to work on the Job, lu 
the opinion of ProL E. L, ilolton, 
head of tbe department of education 
who spoke to the Journalism students 
Monday afternoon. 

"The beat kind of teaching is the 
teaching that gets the students to 
working at the job," said Professor 
Ilolton. "Although 1 do not know 
what all the other departments are 
doing, I do net know ol ony other 
department of ttus college that is 
teaching ao efrectiveiy. 

"The whole philosophy of the per- 
haps the world's greatest educational 
philosopher, Dr. John Dewey, of Col- 
umbia University, i a based upon the 
idea that nothing i B educational un- 
less the idea la experienced.

A special course in wireless tele- 
graphy win be given by tin college 
physics department, beginning Novem- 
ber 12, for the benefit of men within 
the draft age who are liable to be 
called Into service. 

The installation of the new course 
flolowed a scries of letters between 
Capt. John A. Kick, United States 
signal corps, and A. A. Potter, dean 
of the division of engineering. 

According to Captain Kick, the 
army now is short nearly 12,000 tele- 
graphers. To make up for this 
alarming deficiency, measures mast 
be taken to train men in the work be- 
fore they enter the army. The pay 
for men in this brunch of the signal 
corps ranges from |30 to tsi, and 
there is said to be an excellent chance 
for men with experience to become 
commissioned officers. 

The course st the college will be 
concerned mainly with the teaching 
of tbe Morse code, and the familiar- 
izing of the' students with tbe receiv- 
ing and sending ends of the wireless. 
Special attention will be paid to the 
mechanical aide of the outfit, and it 
\a expected that each student will, be- 
fore the end of the course, be able 
to take full charge of a wireless sta- 
tion. 

While most of the practical work 
will deal with the wireless, theory 
and some practical work will be giv- 
en in laying wire lines In conduits, 
as the nliidents may h ecalled upon to 
operate either a wire or a wireless 
on I lit. 

The course probably will continue 
M weeks, according to Wean Potter. 
Much depends, however, on tho inter- 
est taken by the students In the work. 
It Is possible that when the students 
have familiarized themselves with the 
work, the course will be discontinued. 
Persons desiring to enler the train- 
ing can obtain InforroBtlon by Inquir- 
ing of Prof. J. O. Hamilton, who will 
have charge of the class.

The register la now complete. Each 
individual has been counted, assorted 
and pigeon-holed for tbe fall sem- 
ester. 

The official count and arrangement 
by classes and divisions has just been 
completed in tbe office of the reg 
i: 1 r.i i- showing a total attendance of 
1,606. Of this number 768 are women 
and S3S are men, giving the latter a 
majority of 70 over the women, or 
10 more than when the former court 
was made. The number of late as- 
signments this semester has delayed 
the summing up of registration fig- 
ures. Up to date, there are i37 fresh- 
man, 316 sophomores, 264 juniors, 
and 230 seniors. The freshman stu- 
dents constitute a little more than 
half of the men enrolled. 

In the school ot agriculture there 
are 189 students, 61 of which are wo- 
men, and 128 men. Here the "spec- 
ials" claim the largest per cent, or 
98 members, followed by tbe first 
year with 54, the second with 27 and 
the third with 10. Fifty-two women 
are taking the housekeepers' course 
and eight the lunch room manage- 
ment. 

In the regular college courses, 84 
students are enrolled for special 
work, 57 women and 27 men, while 
S women and 18 men are doing gradu- 
ate work. 

Checking up by divisions, that of 
home economics leads with a total 
at 49!(. seconded by the division of 
Agriculture with an enrollment of 
::u7. There are 4 girls enrolled in the 
division this semester. Only 207 stu- 
denta have chosen the course ot gen- 
eral science, 120 of them women and 
87, men. The department of electri- 
cal engineering has the fourth high- 
est enrollment, or 114, In the vet- 
erinary medicine there are 65, In me 
chanlcal engineering, 59, In civil and 
highway engineering, 40, and in in- 
dustrial journalism, 40. 

In the tour remaining divisions the 
enrollment is exceptionally light, that 
of architecture being IS, Including 
two women and 16 each In the de- 
partments of agricultural and flour 
mill engineering. A decided increase 
In the general college enrollment la 
exported w|th the opening of the 
special term, Novemher 12.

Amos C.Paync, one ot the Manhat- 
tan boys in France, has written the 
following letter to his mother and 
folks here, telling of bis experiences 
there: 

"Advanced Air Service Headquarters, 
American Expeditionary FVrcea, 
France. 

"Dear Mamma and All of You:— I 
um enjoying a comparative rest at the 
headquarters. When we went on de- 
tached service we thought we were 
going to the front where shot and 
shell would be flying all around us, 
What we really did was to go to a 
place where we could Bleep tn bar- 
racks, could wash ourselves and our 
clothes, and eat the very best of food, 
"I came up here as "chauffeur," but 
it seems that around headquarters a 
chauffeur is expected to act as order- 
ly most of the time. It Is essential 
that we always look epic and span. 
We are supposed to wear leather 
belts and puttees and always have 
our clothes pressed. Real leather is 
very high in France and for this 
reason 1 spent almost all my months 
pay for clothes. 

" Ihave received but two or three 
letters from America since leaving 
the foreign school squadron. I have 
heard that a large amount of mall 
has been lost in transit. Perhaps any 
home letters are among the loat. Are 
you receiving any of my mall? Keep 
writing at your end and I will do the 
some at this end. Some mall mast 
certainly come across.

The historian will remember that 
toe ot "Stiff's" because of those two 
iKiots, for each gave the Aggies a good 
start In a Missouri valley champion- 
ship race, but listed alongside the re- 
marks anent Mr. Randets will be laud- 
atory sentences concerned with the 
plajing of "Heine'' Hinds, who made 
good in a pinch. 

"Heine's" big chance for glory came 
near the end ot the third quarter. 
With Clevengers diminutive half back 
plunging the line and rounding the 
ends for more than halt of the Aggie 
gains, the Purple eleven Anally estab- 
lished Itself on the Tiger's 6-yard line.

Three habit forming drugs and their 
effects upon the users, were described 
by R. R. Dykatra, professor of veter- 
inary surgery at student assembly 
Monday. 

The drugs described were Indian 
hemp, cocaine and morphine, of which 
Indian hemp when used moderately 
la least harmful. Morphine and co- 
caine are the two most commonly used 
in the United States, and the Harris 
A ntl narcotic Act was passed for the 
purpose of controlling the sale of 
these d;ugs. 

"Cocaine, which Is made from the 
leaves of the cocoa plant, causes the 
user to experience hallucinations and 
to see visions," explained Doctor Dyk- 
stra, "One common effect Is a sensa-

say, win remedy that ailment:

War Not the Reason 
Mdny Study French 
Language Prof. Says 

That the large decrease in the num- 
ber of students taking German this 
year is due not so much to the war 
situation as to the change in the 
course of study, is the opinion of L. 
If. Llmper, instructor In modern lan- 
guages. 

"This Is the first year that French 
has been optional with German for 
''mine economics students," sa'd Mr. 
Llmper, "and naturally, therefore, the 
number or those taking German de- 
creased. In normal times we would 
have expected a decrease of more than 
'>0 per cent because something new 
coming in would always attract. The 
decrease has.however, been somewhat 
greater, 

"The study of German has nothing 
to do with patriotism. Whether or 
hot German should have a place in 
the school curriculum Is purely a 
pedlgoglcat question. Its value has 
never been questioned. German sci- 
entists will be even busier after the 
war than before. The came, of course, 
Is true of the French, and no scientist 
will tn> well equipped unless he can 
read In the original, before others 
have bad time to translate them are 
discoveries made by French or Ger- 
man scholars. 

"Present relations France and tihe 
United States has stimulated an Inter- 
est in conversational French, while 
heretofore the principal purpose has 
been to give a reading knowledge 
rather than a speaking knowledge of 
both French and German.

2. G. Clevenger. 

Dr. A. Iloss Hill, prealdent of the 
Vnlverslty of Mlaaouri, gave publica- 
tion to a story Wednesday thut "Stiff" 
was Ineligible because he had com- 
peted with Southwestern college two 
years before coming to Manhattan and 
that for that reason, ho expected that 
the 7 to 6 victory of the Aggies over 
the Tlgora would bo wiped out of the 
season's records. 

Southwestern Not On l.i-t. 

President Hill's "discovery" that 
Handels had competed previous to en- 
rolling In K. S. A. C. Is true; and is 
known over the valley. But before 
making his charges that the Aggie 
utar was Ineligible, President Hill ev- 
idently forgot tto look In the Missouri 
valley rule book, where a list of ac- 
credited Missouri valley colleges la 
listed. Players who compete at col- 
leges In this list are barred from play 
in the Missouri valley one year for 
every two year's play at the minor 
school. 

The accredited list does not Include 
the name of Southwestern college. 
Other Institutions of the aame promi- 
nence of Southwestern, but which are 
not listed, are, among others, Has- 
kell institute and St. Marys college. 

Dean W. M, Jardlne and President 
Waters, the two persona highest In 
authority on the Aggie athletic lioard, 
are out of town, and It Is not known 
what answer they made to President 
Hill's charges. 

An Alumnus "Discovered* It, 

According to President Hill, an 
alumnus of the University of Miss- 
ouri, who Is now living in Kansas, 
wrote Frank Chambers, registrar of 
the university, informing him that 
Captain Handela had played with 
Southwestern. President Hill was out 
of town and not until Saturday was a 
protest made to Coach Clevenger. 

Dr. W, E, Meanwell, Tiger athletic 
director, spoke to Clevenger just be- 
fore the klckoff, telling the Aggio 
co&oli that "he had been Instructed by 
President Hill to protest the playing 
of Itandels," according to Clevenger. 
At that time it waa too late to change 
the Aggie lineup, and Coach Cleven- 
ger did not do so. He was acttlng 
under the authority of the Aggie ath- 
letic boaid, he said, and that body 
bad not Informed him that Handela 
could not play. 

Conference May Decide. 

Ran dels was not Informed of the 
trouble until Tuesday of thta week. 

The Aggie captain will play In the 
Mtsourl game. Coach Clevenger says. 
' The Aggie athletic hoard decided 
that Randels was eligible at a meet- 
ing ft held last spring, acordlng to 
Coach Cleve iger. 

If President Hill wishes to push 
hia claims, the supreme court will 
be the eligibility committee of the 
Miaouri valley conference. Until that 
body declares the Aggie leader ineligi- 
ble, "Stiff" Randels wll continue to 

perform as an Aggie.

Every college girl will have an 
opportunity to do her hit for the 
country and for the soldier boys. A 
loom Is to be opened up in the do- 
mestic science buildiug in which Red 
Cross surgical dressings will be made 
by co-eds during all their vacant 
hours. 

The work is being done in conec- 
tion with the patriotic league, pro- 
moted by the Junior War Work coun- 
cil of the national board of the Young 
Women's Christian association. The 
local work of the league was started 
Tuesday at a mass meeting of all 
college girls. 

Miss Lucy Rlggs, one of the nation- 
al board of the Y. W. C. A. told the 
girls of the real work which they 
have to do In this time of national 
crisis, is being true American girls. 

Mrs. E. S. Brown, who is In charge 
of the Red Cross work In the south- 
west district, which includes Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Texas, Missouri, Arkansas, 
and western Tennessee and Kentucky 
ppoke to the girls explaining the ur- 
gent demand for Red Cdoss supplies. 
Red Cross Can Work, 

"The Red Cross Is the only organ- 
ization which can get our things 
across the water and distribute them 
to the soldlors." said Mrs. Brown. 
"Should we not heed their call when 
they ask us to help them with their 
work? Never since the war began 
has the demand for surgical dressings 
been so great." 

Mrs. Mary P. VanZile, dean of wo- 
men, gave an outline of the plans for 
the local work. Room S3 of the do- 
mestic science building will be 
equipped by the social service com- 
mittee of the Y. W. C. A. and the ma- 
terial will be furnished by the Mpn- 
hattan chapter of the American Red 
Cross association. One qualified 
worker will bo In charge each day 
from 9 to 12 o'clock and from 1 to 
5 o'clock. 

The work which will be pureb- 
voluntary, is for the purpose of mak- 
ing a vast amount of supplies and 
not for certification. 

Will Teach Knitting. 

Instructions in knitting will be giv- 
en on Wednesday mornings from B to 
12 o'clock. Because of the scarcity 
of Red Cross yarn, the workers will 
not be given the regular yarn until 
they have proved themselves capable 
of making acceptable articles. The 
knitted articles are so much In de- 
mand that the yarn will be given only 
to those who can bring back the fin- 
ished articles in a comparatively 
abort time. 

Because great care must be taken 
in keep all dirt, bits of hair or thread 
from the dressings, each worker will 
be required to provide herself with 
the head-dress and a large white ap- 
ron with sleeves. The cap or head- 
dress is made of a one-yard square of 
India linen, with a one-inch hem on 
the four aides. One side la hemmed 
in the opposite way from the others 
making a cuff to turn back on the 
forehead. Only those holding a 
teachers' certificate for surgical 
dreslngs can wear the Red Cross on 
cap and apron. 

Not all the dressings used in the 
hospitals wll be made by the girls 
Only a certain set of those most In 
demand will be selected 

The Pledge They Take. 

A large percent of the college girls 
have already joined the patriotic 
league. Following is the pledge 
which the young women take: 

'I pledge to express my patriotism 
I y doing better than before whatever 
work 1 have to do; by rendt riot; 
whatever special service I can to 
my community and country; by liv- 
ing up to the highest standards of 
character and honor and helping oth- 
ers to do the same."

Although Captain "Stiff" Randels did 
not appear in the Aggie lineup against 
Washington Saturday, the athletic 
board is just as certain now as before 
that the Aggie leader is eligible, ac- 
cording to Dean W. M. Jardine. acting 
chairman of the board. 

The decision of the board Saturday 
noon not to play Randets was purely 
a safety move, Dean Jardine says. 
Washington was temporarily given the 
benefit of the doubt because If the 
one chance in a hundred that Randels 
was ineligible were true, it would be 
an Injustice to the Pikers to play 
"Stiff", and also bemuse it was 
thought that Itandels would not be 
needed. 

The newest light on the subject is 
brought out in a letter sent to Prof. 
E W. Beyor, Ames, Iowa, who Is 
chairman of the eligibility committeo 
by Dean Jardiue Saturday, foloiving 
a short called meeting of the athletic 
authorities. 

Not "Southern Kansas." 

The charges of Ur. A. Koss Hill ot 
Mfsouri were based on the tacts that 
the name "Southern Kansas'" in the 
list of Kansas colleges on the valley 
accredited list really meant South- 
wi:«tern colege. This statement Dean 
.lurdine refutes by showing that prev- 
ious to 1912, Southern Kansas college 
was In existence at Eureka, and at 
that time it was fused wift the pub- 
lic schools system. Southwestern col- 
Ilcge has borne the same name since 
lsR5, when it was founded. 

The eligibility committee, composed 
of Profesor Beyer, Prof. Murry of 
Kansas university, and Prof W. E. 
Mct'ourt, of Washington university, 
who wired Dean Jardine Saturday pro- 
testing the playing of Randels In the 
Washington game, will act upon the 
evidence sometime this week, it is 
hoped. 

It develops m Dean Jardlne's letter 
that no protest has yet been made to 
the Aggie athletic board by the the 
University of Missouri, as la required 
by the valley rules. 

Dean Jardlne's Statement, 

Dean Jardlne's letter folows: 
"Dear Profesor Beyer: 

"Referring to the matter of the eli- 
gibility of Randels to play In Missouri 
Valley Couference games, the Athletic 
Board of the Kansas State Agricultur- 
al College wishes to file a satement 
with the Eligibility Committee of the 
Missouri Valley Conference. 

"On Saturday, October 13, at Colum- 
bia, Missouri, a half hour before the 
game began between our team and 
that of Missouri University. Professor 
Mean well. Athletic Director, Univer- 
sity of Missouri, showed our Coach 
Clevenger some correspondence with 
someone whose name Is unknown to 
us, at Winfield, Kansas, making the 
statement that Randels had played on 
the Southwestern team for two years 
and was therefore Ineligible to play 
In the Conference this year, accord- 
ing to the rule of the Conference. 
Professor Mean well made no protest 
at that time. Five minutes before 
the whistle blew, Dr. Hill made a ver- 
bal protest through Mean well to Clev- 
enger. Since onr Athletic Board had 
considered the eligibility of Randels 
early in the season and decided that 
he was eligible to play, according to 
the information and facte at band, 
Profesor Clevenger held that he wae 
within his right to play Randels in the

Missouri- Ag^ie game. No formal pro- 
test baa yet been made to our Athletic 
Board of the University of Missouri. 
"At 10:00 A. M. today, October 20, a 
night letter was delivered at this of- 
fice from Professor W. E. McCourt, St. 
Units. Missouri, making formal pro- 
test against Randets's playing in the 
game today with Washington Unl ver- 
bify. We are attaching a copy of this 
nlrht letter. 

"Through respect for Professor Mc- 
Court's protest and his statement that 
Professor Beyer had declared Ran- 
dels to be ineligible, we will not play 
Randels today, and we shall not play 
him again until the matter has been 
acted upon by the Eligibility Commit- 
tee of the Missouri Valley Conference. 
"The protest against Randels a play- 
ing seems to be upon the basis that, 
quoting from Professor McCoutr's 
message, "Southern Kansas as listed 
under Kansas Colleges , on page ten 
of the Missouri Valley Handbook 
should read Southwestern Kansas." 

"When our Athletic Board decided 
that Randels was eligible to play In 
the Missouri Valley Conference games, 
It based Its action upon the fact that 
the name of Southwestern does not ap 
pear In the list of classified lnstltu 
tlons In the official handbook of the 
Mlsourl Valley Conference In the same 
way that the names of Haskell and St. 
Marys do not appear — Institutions ful- 
ly the equal of Southwestern. The 
Athletic Board was also aware of the 
fact that Southwestern had no athlet- 
ic standing within the state during 
the time that Randels played with that 
Institution. Southwestern has no ath- 
letic standing yet In the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference. 

"Regarding the question as to 
whether Southern Kansas should read 
Southwestern Kansas in the hand- 
book, we wish to state these facts. 
Southwestern Is an Institution located 
at Winfleld, Kansas, and has been In 
existence since 18P5. Southern Kan- 
sas was an educational Institution lo- 
cated at Eureka, Kansas, until 1913 
when it was combined with the city 
school system. 

"We are within our technical rights 
In playing Randels and we believe we 
are within our moral rights. As we 
stated before, we are not playing him 
today through respect for the formal 
protest filed by Professor McCourt 
We wish to have the approval of tht. 
Eligibility Committee before playing 
him again. We ask therefore thai 
prompt action be taken In the matter. 

"In conclusion, we wish to state that 
ft Is not the fault of this Institution 
that the name of outh western does not 
appear In tbe official handbook of tbe 
Missouri Valley Conference. Our 
members have raised the question sev- 
eral times, even before the Eligibility 
Committee of the Missouri Valley Con- 
ference, as to what Institution was 
meant by "Southern Kansas," as Mr. 
Murray and Mr, Manley will probably 



remember . In may, 1917, when the 
EliglblUty Committee requested us to 
file with them a correct statement of 
the institutions of Kansas, we stated 
that so far as we knew, there was no 
Southern Kansas, institution and that 
we believed Southwestern should be 
Included. This Information Is not In 
Ihe hands of the Committee. We also 
mentioned the matter verbally at tbe 
Conference meeting at Ames in May. 
"Tbe Athletic Board of this Institu- 
tion will appreciate an early decision 
as to Randels s eligibility by the Eligi- 
bility Committee of the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference.

DRAMATIC CONTEST IS OVER. 



Speaking with an earnestness that 
drove home the duty of each "stay- 
at-home" during the war, President 
Waters aroused student patriotism to 
a high pitch Wednesday afternoon at 
b special mass meeting In the audi- 
torium. The result was a large sub 
ecr linton by college students to the 
Second Liberty Loan of 1917. 

Just how many bonds were bought 
by students and faculty Is not known, 
nor can it be estimated, for Prof. J- 
K, Kammoycr, la charge of the college 
campaign, Instructed each student to 
see his local banker, where he could 
make arrangements to buy the bonds 
on the installment plan. 

Doctor Waters' talk was Judged by 
many the best speech over made from 
the auditorium stage. The president 
began bis talk In low tones that 
could hardly be heard above the us- 
ual scraping of fuet and other noises, 
but he had said only a few words be- 
fore his quiet tones were heard 
throughout the audience. Students 
leaned forward In their seats to ab- 
sorb some of the speakers earnest- 
ness. 

Students How, Fighters Soon. 
Much of President Waters' appeal 
was to the men students, many of 
whom, he predicted, would see ser- 
vice In the trenches before the war 
was over. The present duly of these 
eludenta, he said, was to provide 
money for the equipping of the Allies 
now, that the war might speedily be 
ended, and that America's man power 
might not be wiped out. 

One striking statement made by 
&Mt0r Waters, the expression of the 
belief that the cause of democracy 
would have bsen lost had America not 
entered the war. This was the sen- 
timent of many of the men highest 
In the Allied conference, he Bald 
With France's man-power and re- 
sources exhausted, with England at 
her best, and ready to decline, and 
with Italy without coal and other 
necessities, Germany would win If she 
could hut hold her own. 

Holton and Emerson Talked. 
Prof. E. L. Holton and Prof. .7. G. 
Emerson, who preceded Doctor Wat- 
ers, both drew graphic pictures of 
what might hove been bad America 
not declared war on autocracy. 

Professor Holton told of German 
atrocities in Helium and in France, 
where horrors were committed on 
women, children and old men. Pro- 
fesor Holton has spent the DM! year 
In the East, and brought bauic much 
of the martial spirit of that section 
of America, whore, It Is said, more 
Interest is shown in the war that 
Westerners have felt. 

Doctor Emerson, like Doctor Wat- 
en, ahowed that the battle-line as it 
now stands Is favorable to the Tue- 
ton*. 

Will Spend 21 Billion, 
The present Liberty Loan for 3 
billions is only a starter of the fund 
that America must raise, figures pre- 
sented by Doctor. Emerson showed. 
America plans to spend SI billions. 
Of this, 12 billions will be spent the 
first year. To keep from running Un- 
cle Sam hopelessly In debt without 
funds, America must oversubscribe 
and "give 'til it hu.rU," Professor Em- 
erson said. The cost of running this 
war was seven times that of the Civil 
Watt the speaker brought out 

At the close of the meeting, those 
who wished to buy bonds were asked 
to remain to receive applicants, and 
nearly a third of the audience, which 
nearly filled the lower door ot the 
auditorium, remained.

The fate of "Sim" nandels, against 
whom protests of ineligibility have 
been lodged by the University of 
Missouri and Washington university, 
is in the hands of the athletic repre- 
sentatives of the valley institutions. 

Dean W. M. Jardine received a let- 
tor yesterday from Prof. E. W. Beyer, 
of Ames, who is chairman of the val- 
ley eligibility committee. Prof. Bey- 
er said thai he had transmitted the 
evidence in the case to each valley 
si'huol. A copy of the letter also was 
mailed to Dean Jardine, although the 
Aggies will have no vote In the case. 
The letter will not be made public 
until after the decision in the case. 

No time has been set for the de- 
cision. However, it is thought that 
the Question wll be settled by the first 
of next week at the latest, and pos- 
sibly the latter part of this week. 

Dean Jardine, who also Is president 
of the valley conference, has issued 
no "ruling" that Randels is eligible, 
as reports in many newspapers have 
mated. It Is not known how the re- 
port that the Aggie athletic rcpresen 
lative had rule on his own cause, 
was started. Local representatives of 
the papers in which the story wa3 
printed know nothing ot its origin, 
they say. 

Mr. Jardine, as chairman of the Ag- 
gie athletic board, wrote Professor 
T.eyer ot Ames last week, refuting the 
statements of the protestors that 
Southern Kansas college, as listed in 
the valley handbook, and Southwest- 
ern college, which is not on the ac- 
credited list, are the same. This was 
■ he letter which was reproduced in 
the ia.st Isisiit' of The Collegian, It 
probably was a misinterpretation of 
this letter that caused the mistake.

WATERS AT HOG CONFERENCE 

Professor Cochel Also was a Sneaker 
at Wednesday's Meeting. 

President Waters, W. A. Cochel, pro- 
fesor of animal husbandry, and Ray 
Gate wood, instructor In animal hus- 
bandry, were among the speakers who 
addressed the Kansas Conference of 
Hog production which was held in 
the agricultural building Wednesday. 
Rome of the other speakers were G. 
M. Romel, chief of the animal hus- 
bandry division of the United States 
department of agriculture, and J. H. 
Mercer, State live-stock sanitary com- 
missioner. 

E. C. Johnson, dean of the division 
of college extension, presided. 

The conference revealed the fact 
that there Is a li per cent shortage: of 
hogs In Kansas. It voted to aid the 
government in lighting the OermAns 
by Increasing the production of hogs, 
and by fixing the price of hogs If nee- 






With all of Kansas facing a coal 
famine, the college has plenty of fuel 
That was the statement made last 
night by A. A. Potter, dean ot the 
division of engineering. 

"We have plenty of coal on hand 
now to last for a month, and with new 
shipments coming in every day. we 
have no reason to fear a famine," 
Dean Potter said. 

Three years ago a fuel famine de- 
creased the coal supply, and lor a 
time college hud to be dismissed be- 
cause heat could not be obtained to 
warm the class-rooms The college's 
tupply, however, comes from the 
state's mines, and there is little prob- 
ability that classes will be dismissed 
.iii> time this year. 

Owing to the coal tdtuatlon In Man- 
hattan, the many organizations ot the 
college have need to worry. There Is 
not a single pound of coal in any of 
the lumber yards or coal houses of 
the dealers ot Manhattan. TLe fra- 
ternity and sorority houses that do 
not have enough coal stored away to 
last through the winter, have special 
nted to worry, A coal famine laces 
the city of Manhattan, 

Promises for relief are vague. The 
fuel administration has promised tlo 
look into the matter and will do all 
that is In their power to see that the 
people of Manhattan and the college 
will be supplied before the matter be- 
comes really serlouB. 

The Commercial club of Manhattan 
has interested itself In Ute situation 
and hss written Governor Capper for 
assistance In the solving of the prob- 
lem.

Wlllard Wattles, well known as a 
poet and writer of other typea of lit- 
erature, will speak at the college next 
Monday. At the student assembly at 
11 o'clock he will read a number of 
his poems and will discuss poetry In 
the middle west At 1 o'clock he will 
speak to the students in journalism 
and any othera who may be Interest- 
ed, discussing tbe status of demo- 
cracy In the east and the west, and 
the responsibility of newspaper men 
In this con action. 

Mr. Wattles has contributed verse 
and other material to the Independ- 
ent, the Outlook, the Springfield Re- 
publican, the Smart Set, the Ameri- 
can, Poetry, and other magazines. He 
is also the compiler of "Sunflowers," 
A. book of Kansas poems, which has 
had a wide sale, being now In Its 
third edition. 

He Is a native of Kansas and a 
graduate of the university, In which 
be la now a member of the depart- 
ment ot English. Previous to enter- 
ing the faculty there he taught for 
several years Is the Massachusetts 
Agricultural college at Amherst. 
While there, he reclares he taught a 
thousand men how to spell "athletics" 
and "all right," 

Mr. Wattles is In much demand as 
a reader and a speaker. His excellent 
voice and his Interest in the subjects 
which he discusses appeal strongly to 
audiences. He Is the only Kansas 
man who Is now contributing verse to 
any great extent to magasines. His 
work shows a keen appreciation of 
the middle west and a desire that this 
part of the country shall realize its 
Ideals. Last inmmer the Independ- 
ent published a page article on Mr 
Wattles under the title, "A New Voice 
from the West." 

This magazine says of Mr. Wattles: 

"Back of him spread the wide, blue 
spaces of Kansas sky, around him roll 
the endless acres of the west — not the 
vaudeville west of ■ wearing, manly 
cowboys, marauding Indians, and 
herds of stamping cattle — bat the

Great Judgment Mnst Be Exercised In 
Producing Combinations for Table. 
Much unnecessary waste In the 
home is due to lack ot knowledge on 
the part of the housewife as to how 
to utilize odds and ends left over 
from the table, In the opinion of Miss 
Flora S. Monroe, mgr. of the cafe- 
teria In Kansas State Agricultural 
college. 

Good judgment must be exercised 
In producing pleasing combinations 
which will be tempting and appetiz- 
ing. The most common left overs are 
meats, vegetables, cake, bread, and 
fruits. 

Lett over meats may bo utilized by 
making croquettes, hashes, stews, or 
scalloped meatB, pointed out Mlas 
Monroe. If only a small quantity of 
meat Is left over, various vegetables, 
such as potatoes, rice, macaroni, or 
cheese may be combined with it. 

It Is essential In planning made 
over dishes to have as great a variety 
as porslble. Variations may be made 
by using a sauce, such as tomato, or 
a creamed sauce with meats. 

Different combinations of vege- 
tables may be scalloped, made into 
croquettes, vegetable hashes, creamed 
vegetables, or used In soups. 

Perhaps the most common left over 
Is bread. Many times Bcraps of bread 
ure thrown away with no thought of 
trying to use them. Excellent dress- 
ing, puddings, and foundations for 
brown bread can be made from bread 
scraps. Both bread and cake crumbs 
after being sufficiently ground, may 
be used as a partial subsUtute for 
flour in making cakes. 

Left over fresh fruit may be served 
as fruit cocktail and the Juices used In 
waking gelBttoes or flavoring sauces 
tor puddings. Stewed frulta, such as 
prunes, sprtcots and peaches, make 
excellent cobblers.

"grasshopper" two-story busses. Con- 
ey Island consists of 640 acres of the 
most distracting, nerve-racking, con- 
fusing, srawdy, noisy, amusement de- 
vices on earth. The Statue of Liber- 
ty has a rival, and the homesick trav- 
eler is now also greeted on his re- 
turn with "WELCOME. UNEEDA 
BISCUIT. BON VOYAGE." Where 
George Washington stood when he 
waa Inaugurated as first president of 
the United States, the Wall Street 
"merchants" now dally "paw the air." 
The Bowery Is as represented with lta 
pale-faced, dirty, ragged children, fat 
eld women, babies, fruit and peanut 
merchants, drunks, dope fiends, sa- 
loons, and abundance of odors of 
doubtful origin. 

War has hit New York. Girls now 
usher in theaters, and elevators, and 
are soon to start operating street 
railway cars. Prices on all foods have 
rlren tremendously, and according to 
some English sailors with whom I re- 
cently t;Ul;ed, food prices are higher 
in New York than In London, where 
the Kaiser b« England "on her 
knees." Whereas portions of food 
have decreased universally, it Ib grat- 
ifying to note that no way has yet 
been found whereby the size of the 
egg can be reduced. Many of the 
women seen on Fifth Avenue have 
cut off more off of both ends of their 
dresses than usual, though whether 
this be a war measure or not la not 
apparent. 

Socialists of an extremely radical 
type are grown here. They are of 
the "knock 'em down and drag 'em 
out*" variety. Yet, the thing which im- 
presses me mire than anything else 
about New York Is the liberality ot 
the City In opening the door ot edu- 
cational and self-help opportunity to 
the average person. Forty-five public 
libraries offer the widest range of 
reading material ; five great museums 
exhibit almost all forms of animal 
and plant lite, land and sea, present 
and past, as well as the artistic pro- 
ductions ot all time ot canvas, metal, 
cloth, wood, and stone; night schools 
and lecture courses offer various ed- 
ucational advantages free; competent 
hospital and medical attention and ad- 
vice are gratis when necessary; free 
employment bureaus are maintained; 
etc.. etc. In fact, any man or woman 
with an ordinary stock of health, and 
unmarried, who doesn't obtain a prac- 
tical and cultural education In New 
"»ork City, either doesn't want It, or 
else hasn't ordinary Intelligence.

In the college paper smoothing over 
the defeat of the Aggies. "For the 
first time in the school's history, we 
scored on K. U. While our share of 
the score was small, being only It, 
compared to 41, it nevertheless fills a 
vacant space that has been lurking In 
the heat of every K. S. A. C. student" 

After the victorious year of 1816, 
when Washburn was the only team 
that defeated the Aggies, the college 
"pepped up" in Its football enthus- 
iasm. The Students Herald, with Cliff 
St rat ton as editor, printed a front 
page box, 'Everybody at the U. P, 
elation, The team is going to K. U.," 
and in the next Issue, "Everybody at 
the U. P. station. The team Is com- 
ing in." 

The 1907 outlook was disco u raging 
"Gloom prevails in the Aggie camp," 
reid a streamer top-head In the col- 
lege weekly But it was no "bear' 
story, for the team came back defeat- 
ed, 10 to 29 The game was hardly 
fought and It looked like anyone's 
gome until the last quarter, when the 
Kan sans forged ahead. 

k. 1 . ninety Wins, 

In 1908 the Aggies piled up the 
highest score made against K. U. by 
any team, but failed to win the game. 
K. U., unbeaten the entire season , 
nosed the Ah earn eleven out, 12 to 0. 

Kansas could not find room for the 
Aggies on her schedule In 1910, al- 
though the Purple team probably was 
I he best that had ever been produced. 
So good was the team that a campaign 
was carried on to land the Aggies In 
the Missouri valley conference. The 
year marked the passing of the pop- 
ular Aggie coach, Mike Abeam, who 
resigned to spend more time among 
his plants and trees in the horticul- 
tural department. 

Lowman at the Helm. 

Bucklnff the conference and with 
Coach nuy S. l/owman at th» helm, 
the Aggies did not find things so easy 
in 1911. The score of 8 to 0. however, 
did not telt the story of the hardest 
fought game of the year, the one with 
the Kansans. Again, It wan K. L. 
luck, pluck and punch that won. With 
the Aggies making more downs and 
Hitins than the Jayhawkers, the speedy 
"Pete"' Hell ran a spectacular 65 yards 
for the Jayliawer touchdown and vic- 
tory. Jake Holmes. all-Missouri vat- 
ley tackle, captained the Fanner 
eleven. 

When the gaining of Inches of 
ground meant a tie for the Aggies In 
I lie last quarter of the lftl2 game, the 
J.owman men were unable to push 
the ball across for the winning score 
With Holmes ripping the K. U. line 
to pieces acd making heavy gains, 
fuumbles and "breaks" gave the game 
to the Jayhawkers, 1!> to 6, 

K. r. I'M* Minwsotu Shift. 

The Minnesota phtft played havoc 
In 1913 with the Aggie line. K, U. 
romped down the Held for tour touch- 
downs and a 26 to victory. 

Still unable to cope with the shifty 
formations of the Jayhawkers, the 
1914 Aggies were defeated 27 to 0, 
practically a repitltion of the 1913 
game. 

In 1915 the Aggies, coached by John 
Bender, gave their first indications of 
Missouri valley form. An dO-yard 
dash to touchdown by "SUIT" Han- 
dels gave the Farmers an early lead. 
The advantage was maintained until 
ihe fourth period, when the wornout 
Aggie lightweights crumbled before a 
fresh backfield sent in by their new 
ooacb, "Beau" Olcott. The final count 
showed the J aw haw Vera victors, 19 
lo 7. 

Last year was the first time neither 
tt.am has been able to score. Several 
times the Aggies menanccd the Haw- 
ker goal, but had not tlie punch to 
tarry the l>att across. "Eddie" Welle 
and "Stiff" Randrts, both of them all- 
valley men, were the stars of the Ag- 
?lc eleven.

Eleven hundred self-addressed post 
cards were sent out to parents of stu- 
denta who were here last year but did 
not return this year. Already a couple 
hundred cards have been returned, and 
alt hough a tabulation baa not been 
made, It Is thought that far more than 
a. majority of the 1100 are with the 
colors. 

The tabulation la being carried on 
at the request of the department oC 
the Interior, who wrote Mlsa Hachlr 
asking for a list of 1916-17 students 
who had been drafted, had enlisted, or 
bad received commissions. There was 
no other way to obtain the results 
than to addresc requests for Infoi - 
mation to the parents of each of the 
former studenta. It was known that 
letters addressed to the students 
themselves often would not reach 
them, for a number are already in 
France, 

The first request of the department 
of the interior came more than a 
month ago, asking for the percentage 
of decrease la the attendance here, 
and also for the enrollment this year. 
These figures already have been for- 
warded it}' Miss Machlr. It Is ex- 
pected that the tabulation of occupa- 
tions of atudents will be completed 
soon.

The policy of the executive rom- 
ml'tee of the "Students' Friendship 
War Fund towarda gifts offered hy 
classes or organizations Is revealed in 
a letter received by The Collegian 
from Dr. J. H, Macarthur, chairman 
of the committee. While taking th<.- 
posltion that the committee would ac- 
cept donations when it appears that 
the right spirit is back of the gift 
Doctor Macarthur makes clear in Lis 
letter that the purpose of the commit- 
tee will be to solicit subscription s 
from Individuals. 

The letter follows: 
Editor Collegian: . 

To avoid possible misunderstanding 
with regard to the Students' Friend- 
ship War Fund campaign which is 
tu be held here within the next ten 
days, 1 wish to aet before yod one 
or two facts regarding the fund it- 
self, and regarding the policy for con- 
ducting the campaign decided upon 
by the executive committee. 

( i ) The proceeds of the fund of 
*3r>,OG0,OOO, of which the American 
colleges ard universities are raising 
11,(100.000, are to be devoted to work 
among American soldiers in this coun- 
try, in France, and In prison camps. 

(2) Not one cent of the money so 
subscribed goes to the support of the 
V. M. C. A. as an organization. The' 
machinery of the Y. M. C. A is used 
In the application of the fund, be- 
cause that organisation has such ma- 
chinery ready, and has offered it In 
response to the request of American 
army officials. 

(3) At Its first meeting on Mon- 
day, October 2!>, the executive com- 
mittee decided to make Its apyeal, not 
to organizations of classes, but to 
individuals. The committee, however 
welcomes subscriptions made to the 
fund by organizations, provided that 
these come ss the result of tne un- 
animous desire on the part of the 
organization to be represented in till? 
living, unit provided that the individ- 
uals rem nosing the organization do 
not feci themselves relieved therety 
from the necessity of making individ- 
ual subscript Inns.

Chilliest Weather Prevailed Since 1*611 
Ifalnfiill Was siiNiil. 

The month or October was tho cold- 
ost month since the year J.S63. The 
rainfall for the month was betow nor- 
mal. The per cent of cloudiness was 
greater than usual. 

■The average maximum temperature 
for the month was 65.51 degrees as 
<ompared with 69.66 degrees' the av- 
erage maximum temperature for the 
Inst 6U years. The average minimum 
temperature was 35,32 degrees, ac 
compared with 11.55 degrees, the av- 
erage of the last 59 years. The mean 
temperature for the month was 50.41 
degrees, as compared with 65.6 the av- 
erage October temperature. 

The highcBt temperature for the 
month was 90 dsrees on October 4, 
and the lowest 14, on October 30, the 
lowest October temperature since Oc- 
tober 2:!, 1863, when the mercurj 
dropped to 11 degrees. 

The amount of rainfall was 1.6 
rnrthaa as compared with 2.26, the av- 
erage October rainfall. The first 
killing frost was on the night of Oc- 
tober 8, which ia the average date. 
Frrlt on the trees was not injured 
until October 19, when the tempera- 
ture tell to 13 degrees.

A 
15-yard penalty halted the drive* ror a 
touchdown, but I.onhorg drew hack 
and booted a successful 25-yard kick 
from placement for the first score of 
the game.

The Ftort Hay B branch experiment 
station passed through the cowboy 
and Indian stages, leaving wild west 
stories behind, some of the pioneer? 
were known personally to the senior 
member of the college faculty who 
can sit by the hour and tell internet 
ln s atorlee of the early days. 

During the days of Wild Bill ard 
Wyoming Pete, Fort Hays was a gen- 
eral outfitting point tor Indian cam- 
paigns that vexed western Kansas. At 
different times It was commanded by 
army officers of more than national 
fame. 

"Wild Bill'' Hickok, a well known 
frontier character, was. a familiar fig- 
ure at Fort Hays. He was elected 
sheriff of the county in 1868, but he 
never served out hie term. He was 
chased out of the county by Lieuten- 
ant Tom CuBter. One night Custer rode 
his horse into a billiard room, and 
men killed the horse because he 
wouldn't Jump on the billiard table. 
Hill arrested and fined him for this, 
but in a few days some ot Custer's 
men jumped on Bill In revenge. They 
cut him up some, but he killed two 
of them and then fled. 

Besides the two soldiers who were 
in Med at Ihe fort, BUI added four 
graves to the town cemetery. Of the 
211 graves In the plot all except one 
are occupied by man who came to 
i heir death through violence. The oth- 
er one is occupied by a colored wo- 
man who froze to death. 

Judge Joyce of Hays was another 
miliar western character. He held the 
office of justice of the peace for a 
number or years. Many of his decis- 
ions are famous. He allowed no ap- 
peals from his court and he granted 
no divorces. The character of Joyce is 
shown by an incident which happened 
while he was hold the office of Judge. 

t'omstock and White, contractors, 
were doing business at the fort. In 
the course of a quarrel Comstock 
hilled White. Comstock was arrested 
and brought before Judge Joyce at 
Hals. The prisoner walked Into the 
court room (Judge Joyce's saloon) 
with two big six shooters belted to 
Ms hips. 

"Misther Comstock^ ye are charged 
with wilful murther. Are ye guilty 
or not guilty?" naked the Judge. 

"Guilty,'' was the laconic response

culations. He had no precedence for 
such a case, and no power nor Incli- 
nation to visit a penalty, and so, with 
great Indignation he shouted.

Kansas young men should own and 
operate the 36 per cent of the total 
number of farms in the state that ore 
now handled by tenants. These young 
men can acompljsh this end if they 
will practice the most modern farming 
methods, according to W. M. Jardlne, 
dean of agriculture in the colege and 
director of the Kansas Agricultural 
Experiment station. 

Dean Jardlne emphasizes the value 
of the best farm practices In Kansas 
particularly in relation to the yield 
of wheat, the growing of which is one 
of the chief Industries of the state. 

"Wheat growing," says Dean Jar- 
dlne, "has been and will probably al- 
ways continue to be one of the chief- 
Industries of Kansas. Eight to nine 
million acres is a large area to plant 
to one crop every year, but this Is 
what the farmers of Kansas are doing 
in the case of wheat. We are exten- 
sive rather than Intensive wheat farm- 
ers, that is to say, we operate large 
areas with big machinery and with- 
out very much detailed attention. We 
do not spend much time in figuring 
out eitabie rotations to employ, how 
in build up the humus of the soil, and 
low to maintain soil fertility, ail of 
which are essential In Intensive farm- 
ing. The extenelveness of our farm- 
ing methods is emphasized by our low 
average acre yield. 

Land Values, Not Yields, Else, 

"During the past 15 years the farm 
la iid a of Kansas Jiave advanced more 
than 100 per cent in value, while dur- 
ing the same period records show lit- 
tle If any increase in acre yield. Un- 
der the system of farming practiced 
during the past 10 years and still in 
use on the majority of farms, it is 
Impossible for a young man to buy a 
form on borowed capital at 6 to 8 
p«r cent interest and pay for the land 
from the proceeds of the crop. 

"While in the days gone by our 
fathers and grandfathers probably 
made money In extensive farming of 
the virgin soils which they secured at 
very little cost, conditions have 
changed. The same land today brings 
from $60 to 1110 an acre, and If han- 
dled in the old fashioned way seldom 
can be made to produce yields that 
will return" a profit on tbo investment, 
to say nothing of providing a reason- 
able salary for the owner. 

"It Is not very likely that many of 
our farmers who are past the prime 
of life— and It Is thesis men who own 
the majority of Kansas farms— will 
change their methods now. A good 
many of them are retiring to the city 
and turning the management of their 
places over to tenants. According to 
the best Information we have some 36 
per cent of our farms are being oper- 
ated by tenants. While this Is the 
trend of agricultural conditions, wo 
continue to produce in Kansas large 
numbers of young men on whose 
shoulders rests the hope of Kansas 
agriculture. The majority ofj these 
young men, however, cannot become 
owners of farms in this state, except 
through inheritance, unless they put 
more Intelligence into the business of 
farming than it is now receiving, be- 
cause it is practically impossible for 
crops under she present system of 
farming to furnish money to pay 7 
or B per cent Interest on $150 an acre 
land and leave anything to liquidate 
the principal. 

Reduce Cost of Production, 
"While the average farmer today Is 
operating' bis farm in much the same 
fashion followed 20 years a?o, except 
that he Is employing bigger machin- 
ery and Is working less land — which 
is a very good thing — he does not need 
to be particularly concerned about 
increased yields, because he owns his 
form and It cost htm little. If he se- 
cures 3 or 4 per cent Interest on his 
capital he has sufficient to care for 
himself and family comfortably. It 
Is not for the welfare of this man 
that 1 am concerned. It is the young 
man, the prospective farmer, the 
farmer of tho future, for whom I am 
concerned and whom I want to reach. 
Borne day, and not in the far distant 
future, our boys will be the farmers 
cf this state— at least they aught to 
h« and will bo if It Is made half pos- 
sible for them to be — and I want to 
try to show them that there Is a 
wny which If followed wii( enable 
them to become owners^of land even 
at its present high value."

'At one time the library was located 
in the northeast corner of the main 
floor of Anderson hall," said Miss 
Derby. "In 1884 with the erection of 
Fairchild hail, it was moved to the 
west part of the main floor. 

"In 1911, the books for class reserve 
were located in what Is now the refer- 
ence room. The current periodical 
and reference departments were in 
the large northwest reading room. 

"In 1913, class reserve was moved 
to the periodical room. The current 
periodicals were located In the pros 
ent reference room. 

"In 1913. the class reserve was tak- 
en down to the present quarters In 
Ihe basement. This was at one time 
a society hall. la 1913, the current 
liet iodicsls were moved to their pres- 
ent quarters. 

"In the stack room, the stacks In the 
east end beyond the partition were 
added In 1915. Theee new stacks are 
being filled rapidly, and In the near 
fututre more room will have to be se- 
cured because of crowded conditions. 

"With the growth of the library, the 
grade of reference work has Increased 
greaUy which shows the advancement 
in the standards of class-room work

"Another thing perhaps which has 
given an ndded Interest to music Is 
the fact that students must pay for 
all private Instruction, In former 
years It seemed because Instruction 
was given free the students did not 
have the interest that they should veha 
thown In their music work. Now pu- 
pils seem determined to get the best 
from their work." - 

A special course was added to the 
college curriculum last year and now 
Kansas Siate Agricultural college 
grants a certificate In music Thlrty 
i'ersons arc now enrolled in this spec- 
ial course. Arrangements were also 
made last year by the dean of the dl- 
1 1 si on of general science whereby 
special music students may enroll In 
the division of general science, lake 
ul the required work In the course of 
general science, and take alt their 
elective? from the course in nvislc and 
at l he eml of four years receive a 
I'uchelor of science degree.

A Homecoming Game. 
The game with the Aggies Saturday

Farmers, and Is the big game on 
the Ames schedule for the year.

Ames has a good team this year, 
there is no doubt about It.

The high price of all feed Is caus- 
ing the dairy department to cut, the 
grain ration for the dairy cows below 
what has previously been considered 
the best milk producer. They arc 
feeding all the corn silage the cows 
win eat and all the alfalfa they wil 
clean up once a day. 

In addition lo this each cow Is be- 
ing fed one pound of grain mixture 
for each four pounds of milk pro- 
duced dally. The mixture Is made 
up o| three parts corn chop, two parts 
wheat hran, and one part llnceed oil 
meal. 

'Hie mixture formerly was made up 
of four parts chop to two parts wheat 
bran and one part Unseed oil meal. 
it Is believed the cows are keeping 
mi their flow of milk under the new

They are censor- 
ed by the Company Commander and 
the Base Censor, while letters eom- 
iiiK In arp not censored at all. We 
tiave only four typewritten pages of 
instructions as to what we cannot 
write and when that is all lived up 
lo there Is nothing much to write 
but, "hello." 

October 17, 1017. This Is Liberty 
[load day so we get a holiday, and a 
beautiful day It Is too. Th's Is sup- 
posed to he "Sunny France' 1 and It 
is certainly living «p to Its name. The 
Liberty Bonds are selling fast, each 
man in camp has bought at least one 
and some of them about five or moro. 
From now on we will not have muca 
use for money as we will be where 
we cannot spend It. 

Everybody walks In the strerts here 
but there are few vehicles to bother 
so It Is not so bad. The country Is 
much more beautiful than the city, in 
tact I he country has a very plctures- 
(|iie appearance. We were paid day 
before yesterday bo we now have a 
big wad of Francs, and a big pocket 
full of copper pennies.

The rapidity with which these 
buildings have gone up Is almost be- 
yond belief. 

"The ordinary wooden packing box 
1b usually little consideration, yet 
humble though it Is, the multltudln- 
our supplies for the army and navy 
could not be handled without such 
means of protection and transporta- 
tion. Hundreds of millions of feet 
of lumber go into such boxes and 
also into boxes for the packing and 
transmission of munitions. The army 
transport wngon Is a model of 
strength and serviceability. Into

Since blue 
suggests a cold winter sky and ice, 
it should not be used In decorating 
a dark and poorly heated room, 
points out MJs3 Grace Averlll, In- 
structor In home art n the Kansas 
State Agrisultural college. 

"One thinks of red as being warm 
because he sees something of red In 
fire," said Miss Averlll. "He real- 
izes that it is an Irritating color — 
it has been used with effect In hull 
fights. Even tbe old turkey gobler 
la excited by red, 

"Each color has Its own Individual 
characteristic. Red gives the Idea of 
■■'-ftrmtji and cheer, Just as some per- 
sons have the faculty of making 
warm friends. Red, on the other 
hand, Is likely to be irritating unless 
it is used sparingly. The effect of a 
touch of red in a room Is cheering 
but a room should not be papered In 
bright red. 

"Blue denotes a different charac- 
teristic. It la like the oool, sedate, 
dignified person Blue retreats in- 
stead of advances. For this reason 
a small room may be made to look 
larger If It Is papered In blue. Be- 
cause It Is a cool color, its use should 
lie reserved for rooms which are na- 
turally cheery and admit much sun- 
light. A north room should not be 
papered In blue. 

"Tbe use of a room should help to 
determine the colors which are to be 
used. The living room naturally re- 
ceives much use and should be done 
in rather dark colors. A bed room 
should be decorated In lighter colors 
because it is used comparatively 
little. 

"The floor should be the darkest 
color and the celling should be the 
lightest. If a celling l s dark It looks 
heavy. Too much color should not 
lie used — that is, color should be 
dulled, restful, greyed. Bright colors 
are more pleasing when used in small 
areas."

The Young Women's Christian as- 
sociation of the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural college has grown rapidly. 
In 1885 the membership was £0 — It 
is now 435. 

The association was founded In 
1885 with Mrs. Henrietta Willsrd Cal- 
vin at president The girls met once 
a week for prayer and Bible study. 

In 1S91 meetings were held In the 
"old Hon" — Sunday afternoons. Once 
a month a Joint meeting was held 
with the Y. M. C. A. 

In 1892 both organizations held 
meetings in churches, and before the 
end of the year they were almost out 
of existence. 

Bible study classes were organized 
In 1894. After 1895 religious meet 
ings were held daring the noon hour 
In various class rooms. The girls 
would eat their lunches while taking 
part In the meeting. This custom 
was continued until 1910. 

In 1891 a joint social gathering 
was held by the two organizations 
.'his has been an annual event since 
that time. 

In 1905 a house was rented for 
headquarters for tbe association. The 
plan was given up in 1910, because 
of the time, money and energy ex- 
pended. | 

1901 a cabinet consisting of 13 mem 
bers was organized, 1907 the char- 
ter was received.

It was one of the fastest and fierc- 
est contests that has been held In 
the valley thla year, both teams 
lighting until the last down, and It 
was anybody's game until the final 
whlstla blew. Both teams were even- 
ly matched, and neither one had an 
edge, making tne outcome one that 
depended upon tne breaks of the 
game, aad the one big break of the 
j»me went to Ames. 

FMtfasj a Big Farter 

It was a kicking game to a great 
extent, with Johnny Clarke outklck- 
lng Vanderloo of Ames about four 
yards on an average. Vanderloo a 
kick averaged Si yards, while Clarke's 
kicks went for about 42 yards, by 
far the best kicking that he has done 
this year. This ability to outklck the 
Ames punter, caused Clarke to play 
a kicking game, which gave Ames 
more opportunity for carrying the 
ball, but the Aggies every time be- 
fore the Harper men came Into the 
danger none.

STUDENTS ENROLLED SPEEDILY 

YESTERDAY MORNING, THEN 

RUSH CEASED 



Majority of Entrants Have Taken Out 

Assignments in the Division of 

Agriculture — Many .Classes 

Have Only Throe or Four 



Enrolling for the special semester 
began with a rush at 8 o'clock yes- 
terday morning but continued for 
only the first few hours of the day. 
Total registrations up until 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon numbered fifty- 
eight. 

"The enrolment did not come up 
to expectations", said Hiss Jessie 
McD. Machlr, registrar. "Plane had 
been made for at least 100 new stu- 
dent i, and we hoped for more. But 
there are many conditions which must 
be taken Into consideration at this 
time. The enrolment will be In- 
creased by today's registration." 

The majority of students who en- 
tered college yesterday registered 
from the farm. Among the 58, there 
were only four women. Two of 
these were specials in general sci- 
ence, one a sophomore In agricul- 
ture, and one a graduate Student. 

As expected, the enrolment was 
heaviest In agriculture. In the 
freshman class there were fourteen 
men, In the sophomore, thirteen men 
and one woman, in the Junior class 
seven, In the senior class, two, and 
one special in agriculture. 

In the division of mechanic art;, 
three freshmen, two sophomores, one 
junior, and no seniors were regis- 
tered. The school of agriculture 
showed an enrolment of eleven, four 
for college entrance, three for the 
first year, and four for the second 
year. In the division of general 
science, no men were enrolled, but 
two Women entered as specials and 
one aa a graduate student. 

The largest classes are In the div- 
ision of agriculture. A number of 
classes show a low percentage of 
students and until the registration 
is completed it is not known whether 
these will bo continued or not. Twen- 
tyseven have been listed for military 
drill. Freshman chemistry as usual 
has a proportionately high percen- 
tage, 16 enrolling for the special 
term. In general botany there are 
thirteen students. In composition 
and literature and rhetoric there are 
classes of 17 and IS. 

So far the classes In American gov- 
ernment, history of sdu cation, eoo- 
nomls, and business law have shown 
but small registrations. Class work 
for the special term began at S oclock 
this morning.

to Shore 



His boat sunk by German guns, a 
barricade of barbed-wire entangle- 
ments lined up along the shore, back 
of the wire machine guna that mowed 
down the men as they waded up out 
of the water—under these conditions 
Harry White, who will speak at apec- 
lal student assembly Thursday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, established a "Y" 
dug-out in Egypt 

The experience would have been 
thriller enough for most American 
college men, but White, who Is a grad- 
uate of the University of Nebraska, 
stuck to the work In the Dardcnelles, 
where the shelling took place, and af- 
terwards entered Into the war work 
In the trenches of Europe. 

With that memorable embarkation 
from Egypt of English troops to go 
down to the Dardanelles, went the 
Y. M. C. A, and with It Harry White. 
Without warning their boats were 
blown from under thorn, and aa the 
men jumped into the shallow water 
and tried to get to the shore, they 
found themselves caught and hold in 
barbed-wire entanglements which 
were concealed beneath the surface of 
the water, and aa they struggled for 
their very lives, they were mown down 
by the machine guns which had been 
stationed and concealed Just up the 
slope. The association as well as the 
troops, not being daunted by any 
hardships, were established along the 
Dardanelles and with continuous shell 
fire anil ceaseless bombardment, the 
work was carried on in a little dug- 
out on the side of the bill 

After this experience, White work- 
ed In Associations at Gallipoli aud 
Salonika, and later along the wes- 
tern front In France with the British 
troops. He has also visited the pris- 
on camps of Europe and is thorough- 
ly acquainted with all of the phases 
of Association work for which the 
campaign in the colleges of America 
ia being conducted. 

Since he has been in this country, 
he has been engaged by the interna- 
tional Committee of the Y. M. C. A. 
and has spoken to large meetings of 
prominent business men In Kansas 
City, Wichita, Hutchinson and other 
western cities. He has a tremend- 
ously vivid and powerful message 
born of intimate observation and ex- 
perience with the men In the field.

BAKER ENDORSES THE "Y" 



ORGANIZATIONS WAR WORK HAS 
BEEN TESTED. 



Knights of Columbus Only Other 

Group Which Caa Erect Bnudrngs 

YTItMN Cantonment. 



Because the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Knights of Columbus served the aol- 
dlers along the Mexican borders and 
have already been identified wlth-rec- 
reatlonal work In the army, Secre- 
tary of War Baker has ruled that 
only these two organizations will be 
permitted to erect buildings within 
the military reservations. 

Since the outbreak of the war 
lodges, societies, fraternities and oth- 
er social and benevolent organiza- 
tions have petitioned to be allowed 
to administer to the social needs of 
their men within the camps. But 
as none of these plans were as broad 
as those of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Knights of Columbus, the offers had 
to be turned down, Secretary Baker 
stated. 

Social Needs Fully Met. 

"The Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation represents the Protestant de- 
nominations, which will constitute 
roughly 60 per cent of our new army; 
the work of this organization In all 
military camps both In Canada and 
abroad Is too well known to require 
comment," the statement reads. "The 
Knights of Columbus represent tho 
Catholic denomination, which will 
constitute perhaps 35 per cent of Ui« 
new army. While this society Is a 
fraternal organization, it will sus- 
tain exactly the same relation to the 
camps as Is sustained by the Young 
Men's Christian association and will 
hold no meetings to which all the 
troops In the camp are not Invited, 
regardless of religious or other pref- 
erences. 

Ample Opportunity for Societies. 

"It seeme to me, moreover, that the 
communities nearby the camps, where 
the soldiers will undoubtedly spend 
much of such leisure time as Is al- 
lowed them, present a genuine oppor- 
tunity to these various societies and 
organizations, which have sought ad- 
mission to the ramps. Experience 
has shown that the instinctive desire 
of a soldier to 'go to town, 1 if the 
town Is only a crossroads. For this 
reason, therefore, the commission on 
training camp activities, with my ap- 
proval and under my direction, has 
given a great deal of time and thought 
to the task of organizing these towns 
and cities along recreational and so- 
cial lines 

"Indeed, there la so large a task 
before us In surrounding our troops 
with a healthy environment, and the 
emergency Is so great that I trust 
that all groups can co-operate in a 
cordial spirit of loyalty and fellow- 
chip, regardless of any differences of 
race, creed or affiliation."

The 18.000 goal which had been set 
l«y the workers before the campaign 
began, was left far behind when the 
results of the appeal for funds at tho 
special student, assembly yesterday 
morning were tabulated.

G. Emerson, professor of public 
speaking, spoke on the relation of 
the Friendship fur-d to the college 
men and women and Bruce Brewer 
applied the fund to the students of 
K. S. A. C. 

875 on Honor RolL 

An honor roll, listing every Aggie 
student known to be in the service, 
was a feature of the meeting. Three 
hundred seventy-five names were on 
the list, which was compiled by Miss 
Jessie McD. Machlr, registrar, and 
Ivor Mall, in charge of the poster 
work of the campaign. 

Then Harry White spoke. For an 
hour the man who had reen war at 
first hand held the audience of more 
tban 2,000 persons entranced with 
story after story of what the war Is 
meaning to the soldiers In Europe, In 
Egypt and in Mesopotamia. Mr. White 
told of the Dardanelles disaster, and 
of the part that the Y. M. had in hold- 
ing up the morale of the Allied troops 
there. 

At the end of his talk, Mr. White 
asked for subscriptions. Nine per- 
sons responded to his appeal for sub- 
scriptions of $100 and then the 
avalanche began. Ushers passed 
among the students, distributing the 
pledge cards, which were collected 
and tabulated with the aid of an add- 
ing machine on the stage. 

As the fund gradually mounted to- 
wards the $8,000 mark that had been 
set, and then passed that goal and 
continued on above 110,000, the group 
of workers who had b«en planning 
the campaign for the last two weeks, 
and who had waited to hear the final 
results of the mtetlng, broke Into 
cheers. 

Dr. Maemrthnr Pleased., 

"It shows where the K. 8. A. C 
student body stands," Dr. J R. Mac- 
arthur, chairman of the advisory com- 
mittee of seven, said. 

Doctor Macurthur Issued a state- 
ment later, thanking the committee 
for their work. 

"In all my experience with student 
undertakings, t have never knawn a 
group of workers to carry out every 
detail In the way that the executive 
committee mem iters, and students on 
sob-committees did," the chairman 
stated.

CAME OUT INTO THE OPEN 



HARRY WHITE DID NOT HIDE 
STARTLING WAR FACTS, 



Speaker Presented the "V* Hut as an 

Antidote for Horrible Temptations 

Soldier Must Meet, 



Picturing war in all its many hor- 
rors and speaking straight Iron, the 
shoulder on the oft-avoided subject of 
the effect of social diseases on the 
men In the trenches, Harry White, in- 
ternational Y. M. C. A. worker, drote 
home a message at the special student 
assembly yesterday that was mainly 
responsible for the oversubscription 
of the Student's Friendship war fund. 

Mr. White presented statistics show- 
ing the mortality rate in the war when 
death* was caused by bullets or shrap- 
nel from the Huns. Then he 
brought out In sharp contrast the lar- 
ger number nt men being made non- 
combatant because of social diseases. 

"Think of It, of 160 ,000 Australians, 
40,000 were moral leperB," was one of 
the speaker's most forceful i In list ra- 
tions of the conditions the Y. M. Is 
trying to combat. 

Then Mr. White pictured the "home' 
that the Y. M. was giving to the men 
at the front. 

"When the men came out of the 
trenches covered with blood and spat- 
tered with the brains of their wound- 
ed or dead comrades, they go into the 
only place of comfort, the Y. M. hut," 
said the speaker. 

"The Y, M. secretary is the one 
man In camp who can serve them, who 
can repair their shattered nerves. H<- 
fumlshee them a home away from 
home. Is it any wonder they almost 
worship his footprints in the sand? 
He has backed up every word with a 
deed of kindness that means so much 
to those men." 

Even the Turk respects tt.e sign of 
the Y. M. 0, A Tin.' organizations es- 
tablished in Constantinople five years 
ago have proved their worth and In- 
sured the safety of the Y. M. C. A. 
huts on either fighting line. 

Mr. White told or the work or the 
Y. M. C. A. from the sands of the 
Sahara desert to the prison camps of 
Siberia In showing how far Dung Is 
tho work of this organization. 

"What about the morale and charac- 
ter of our armies?" asked Mr. Whitt, 
"The war will not be won by anvinl- 
tion and money. It will not be won 
by weak demoralized armies, but by 
armies made up of strong Christian 
men. When armies have- gone forth 
in the love of God and Christian pur- 
ity they have been gloriously victor- 
ious." 

Mr. white answered In part the 
'Hirst ion "Why should we contribute 
to the Students Friendship War R» 
lief Fund" at a meeting of the can- 
vassers In the afternoon. 

"We should stand back of the fel- 
lows on the honor roll, it will guar- 
antee that they wilt return to us as 
good men as when they went swaj. 
It will help to save civilization for 
the world. It will give them the In- 
spiration of knowing we are behind 
them."

EIGHT NEW IONIANS INITIATED 



MIps Marguerite Dodd, 13, who went 
to France as a Red Cross .worker in 
tbe spring of 1916 is still In France. 
Recent letters to her mother, Mrs. 
D. A. Dodd. 1709 Laramie street, tell 
of her experiences In France last 
summer. , 

Miss Dodd was among the throng 
that welcomed General Pershing and 
bis men when they landed In France. 
Three months of last summer Miss 
Dodd spent in a village at the foot of 
Mi) tint Blanc, and from there she made 
several trips into the Alps, having 
many interesting experiences In cross- 
ing some of the glaciers of the reg- 
ion. 

"The first night at our resort we 
could not see Mount Blanc for the 
clouds," writes Miss Dodd, "but we 
did the next night, and ve could not 
but express our ecstacy, the sight was 
so wonderful. There were a number 
,of varieties of berries growing 
around where we were and we made 
|am at the hotel for our use this 
winter," 

Miss Dodd and her aunt expect to 
spend the winter in a villa at Men ton 
this winter. There is such a scarcity 
of fuel in moat of the French towns 
that it is impossible to keep the hous- 
es sufficiently heated. The town of 
Menton, altuated on the Italian bor- 
der Is the warmest point in France. 
Early this fall Miss Dodd's party 
made the trip of 300 miles from their 
summer resort, Alx-les -Balnea to 
Menton, in nine days. Hotel accom- 
odations were unolitalnaWe and one 
night the party slept in a building 
most of which was occupied by pump- 
kins which had been stored for the 
winter. 

"Many women here are attempting 
to relieve the monotony of the sol- 
diers' "liveB," wiles Miss Dodd. "One 
Amelcan family has extended the hos- 
pitality of their home to 24 French 
soldiers. My aunt and I have a com- 
fortable villa at Menton for the win- 
ter .and we would be glad to learn 
the addresses of any of our acquaint- 
ances who are coming to France In or- 
der that they may be made welcome 
to spend their "permissions at our 
villa, as this would be such a heavenly 
contrast to tbe cold, wet trenches."

ALUMNI ORGANIZED IN 1879 



College Association Has Grown In *S 
Years of Existence 

The record of the alumni of the 
college shows the influence of college 
training. It has been the object of 
the association to promote the inter- 
ests of the college, and to give the 
members an oportunlty t<> become bet- 
ter acquainted. 

The first concerted action of the 
alumni was in 1874, when the grad- 
uates gave a program, and presented 
former President Joseph Denlaon with 
a gift. The class of 1879 organised an 
alumni association with a constitu- 
tion. In IRS I a banquet and reun- 
ion were held. In 1884 it was decided 
to have banquets <tnd reunions trien- 
nial ly. Other meetings were left to 
the executive committee. 

In 1899 seven persons were appoint- 
ed In each county to promote the In- 
terests of the college. Later the 
number was Increased to nine, but tbe 
committee never met in entirety. 

In 1910 a constitution was adopted. 
Students upon graduation become 
members of the alumni. Marriage with 
an alumnus gives associate member- 
ship. Friends or former students may 
be taken in as honorary members. 

The board of directors eject the of- 
ficers and hare charge of the arrange- 
ments and expenses of reunions and 
special meetings. The annual meet- 
ing of the Alumni association Is held 
at Commencement time.

1.040 students sad faculty members 
contributed .an average of nearly $10 
each. Twenty persons subscribed $5C 
iifty-one pledged $25 each, twenty 
pledged $20. and fifty-nine pledged $16. 
The $5 pledge was most popular, 448 
persons subscribing that amount, with 
218 persons subscribing $10 each. 
The subscriptions below the *5 mark 
were comparatively small in number.

A branch of the of fleers ' reserve 
training corps la to be established 
in the oollege. 

Authorization for the organisation 
of the corps was received yesterday 
afternoon by Cast. W. P. J. O'Neill, 
V. 8. A., from tbe waa department 
at Washington. 

Two divisions, a senior and a jun- 
ior, will be established. The Junior 
division will "not differ materially 
from the present organisation of the 
e-udet corps. ln it will be included 
men who have not completed their 
two years of drill. Members of the 
senior division will be the oommia- 
oloned officers. 

Student a who elect to join the »n- 
ior division will spend five hours ex- 
trn each week at the military work. 
The Instruction will be divided be- 
tween the theoretical and the prac- 
tical, o, field work. 

Government Allows Pay 

Extra pay, amounting probably to 
20 cenla a day, or nearly 19 a month, 
Ih allotted by the government for 
each memlier of the reserve training 
corns, Uniform and full equipment 
Ik furnished. 

Students between the ages of 14 
and 31 may he enrolled In the corps, 
according to Captain O'Neill. The 
senior division probably will consist 
mainly of juniors and seniors ln the 
college. 

President Waters wrote the war 
department in April of this year, ask- 
ing thst an officers' reserve training 
rorps be established here. Ha re- 
celved a reply that no corps waa or- 
ganized during a college year. 
Army Officer Was Needed 

It is considered probable that the 
war department had made the decis- 
ion to place a branch of tbe corps 
in this college this fall. But none 
of the corps can be organized unless 
a regular army officer be detailed as 
commandant of cadets at the college. 
coming of Oaptaln O'Neill re- 
moved thla laat obstacle, and the 
corps came. 

Captain O'Neill wants to see upper- 
iassmen who have completed their 
drill. He considers It probable that 
the senior dlvlBlon will not be estab- 
lished until the beginning o fthe next 
semester, but wants to Una the men 
up now. 

Officers of tha reserve corps may 
be called into service at the option of 
the war department. The college 
i raining is supplemented by a period 
of training In the field during tha 
summer.

White, graham, and « whole wheat 
flour, breakfast foods, brans, shorts, 
and screenings are some of the pro- 
ducts of the milling department of tbe 
college. Most of the products are 
made in classes in mlll'ng industry 
taught in the department. 

Two grades of white flour are man- 
ufactured in the mill, a first grade 
patent, known aa 'Aggies' Best.' and a 
second straight grade called the "Col- 
lege K" brand. Toe graham and 
whole wheat flours have no special 
brand and are sold simply under the 
name of graham and whole wheat 
Hour. 

Two Breakfast Cereals. 

The department makes two kinds of 
breakfast foods — both from wheat. 
One Is made by putting the wheat 
through the first sst of rolls, which 
enly crushes the kernel. None of the 
natural properties and flavor are tak- 
en from ttie grain, and It Is Bold un- 
der the name of "Cracked Wheat." It 
Is prepared In the same manner as 
oatmeal, although it must lie cooked 
aomewbat longer. The other hreakfast 
food is made from purified wheat mid. 
tilings and Is called "breakfast grits," 

"No attempt is made to commercial- 
ize the products of the mill." said L. 
A. Fltz, professor of milling Industry, 
In charge of the mill, "but the demand 
tor our breakfast foods is Increasing 
constantly. The products are sold 
from i. 1 ip mill, and people find that the 
foods made here have more nutritive 
value and a better flavor than those 
toid over the counter by the ratal le-. 
This in true because we do not take 
out t!u< germ of the grain which must 
be done if the product is to he stored 
for any length of time." 

Sen I Flonr to Belgjnm. 

The bulk of tbe sales of tbe flour 
made by the mill goes to local con- 
sumers and the college cafeteria. 

Sales are often made to other insti- 
tutions, however, and when a surplus 
of any product is accumulated it Is 
pat on the market wherever Lhe best 
price can be obtained. 

When the United States was promot- 
ing its first campaign for food for 
the Belgian b the college students and 
faculty subscribed the money for a 
car load of flour which was made by 
the mill as their "bit" and sent It 
to the Belgians. The greater part of 
the by-products, such as bran, shorts, 
and screenings, are sold to the animal 
dairy and poultry husbandry depart- 
ments, of the college, for the feeding 
of college animals. 

Eleven Mlllluc Students. 

Eleven students are taking the four- 
year course in milling engineering. 
Some are specializing In milling In- 
dustry and others, mostly from the 
course In agriculture, are taking cer- 
tain phases of the work, such as the 
murketfng of grain. Ordinarily there 
are three instructors In the milling 
department besides the student help 
which is employed In laboratory work 
o

\n \x'.>8 the four-year course in 
household economics was Installed, 
rhe n; lie's of tbe courses were chang- 
ed in Isiw to agriculture, mechanical 
engineering, science and domestic sci- 
ence. Physical training for women 
was made a requirement, 

i'he course In electrical engineering 
was installed In lflOO. A four-year 
course in architecture was added In 
i:iQ5 and the following year veterin- 
ary was made a four-year course. 

InJjaW. quite a number of revis- 
ions w>re made. Engineering courses 
were fixed with no electlves. Home 
economics had limited elect Ives, and 
the last two years In general science 
were almost whollv elective. Industr- 
ial Journalism was established In 1911, 

In 1H12 the entrance requirement 
for college was made a four-year higl 
school course or Its equivalent.

A copy of the regulations governing 
the organization ot the officers' re 
serve training corps in this Institu- 
tion has been received by Cant. W. 
P J. O'Neill, U. S. A., commandant 
ot cadets. Some of the more Import- 
ant points have been explained by 
him to a group of cadet officers. 

Commissions ot all officers will be 
for a period of five years, unless soon- 
er terminated by the president. 

Members of the senior division will 
be required to drill two hours extra, 
live hours in all. They must sign the 
following contract: "In consideration 
of commutation of aubstltence furn- 
ished me In accordance with law, I 
hereby agree to continue In the re- 
serve officers' training corps during 
the remainder of my course in K. 3. 
A. C, to devote five hours per week 
during such period to the military 
training prescribed, and to pusue the 
courses of camp training during such 
period, prescribed by the Secretary 
of War." 

Regulations concerning camps have 
nut been issued. The first series of 
camps, acheduled for last summer, 
were called off. 

Members of the corps will waar the 
Insignia I'. S. it, O. T. C. on their 
sleeves. 

Strength of companies must not be 
more than 80 men, nor les sthan 50. 

Members of th'e corps may lje train- 
ed or instructed as members of the 
1 1 and. provided their military instruc- 
tion Is not Interfered with. 

The minimum age limit for member^ 
of the corps is 14 years. 

A member of the corps, whenever 
called for servce. shall not, without 
bis consent, be called to a lower grade 
than that held by him In the carps.

That is the Ratio Figured Oat by 
Superintendent of II eat Dept. 

The cost of coal to furnish beat 
and I lull i for the students from Oc- 
tol.erl lo May 1 In the last college 
year, was y. I.', a student, according 
to Jacob Lund, superintendent ol 
heat and oower at the college, and 
Mian Jessie McDowell Machir, regis- 
trar. 

This figure will vary according to 
tiie severity of the weather and the 
cost of coal, pointed out Mr. Lund. 
It Is expected that Ihe cost this year 
will be greater per student than that 
af last year because of the smaller 
enrollment of students and the In- 
crease In cost of coal. 

Last year the coal burned in the 
furnace for beating and lighting 
purposes from October t to May 1 
was valued at 117,000, The total 
amount burned during the 12 months 
for all purposes totaled 125.000. 
More than 1.2<Mt tons of |..al are 
'lurned in the coldest months or the 
winter, but the average for the 
-even months when steam Is kept go- 
ing is H"<i tons. 

From seven to to boilers are used 
during the coldest weather. All the 
heating furnaces are in the engine- 
ering huitdlng end the steam is 
biped to the various buildings of the 
college from there. In summer, when 
steam Is utilized f or power only, one 
large water tube boiler Is used. The 
boilers range from 100 to 250 horse- 
power In six*. This year another 
large boiler of 450 horsepower Is 
being added to the eqa.ulpment of 
the heating plant

A rare treat was a (forded Lhe aud- 
ience of 2,000 or more persons who 
crowded the college adltorium Tues- 
day night to listen to a recital by Miss 
Christine Milter, the famous American 
mezzo-contralto. 

The pi-ui; mi n waa well balanced 
and varied. It gave Mlsa Miller every 
opportunity to display the wonderful 
richness and mellow ness of her voice, 
Flrtit came a uroup of four English 
songs written in the olden style and 
dedicated to Mlsa Miller herself. They 
consisted of an air. a Christmas carol, 
a cradle hymn, and a ballad, — all 
quaint, the last delicately humorous, 
and all perfectly rendered. 

The three Persian love songs which 
formed the next numbers taxed the 
vocal resources of the singer to the 
highest degree but found her far 
more than adequate to their demands. 
The climax of the program waa found, 
however, in the group of three French 
aougs by Felix Fourdrain written In 
impressionistic style. All that one 
can say of them la that ihey are won- 
derful music and that they were won- 
derfully sung and wonderfully ac- 
companied. In prefacing the numbers 
with an explanation and Interpreta- 
tion. Miss Miller set an example that 
all musicians would do well to fol- 
low, especially before western audi- 
ences. She thereby enabled everyone 
In her audience to understand the 
words and music which otherwise 
might have been onacure to many. 

Tbe three Scotch songs made an in- 
stant an>eal to the audience. In the 
last group, Oley Speaks' "The Bella 
of Youth" was replaced by a musical 
setting, also by Speaks, of John 
Hay's "When the Boys come Home." 
These four numbers differed widely 
tii style, but all enabled the singer 
tn display her marvelous voice and 
her consummate art, 

Mies Miler was most happy In her 
choice of encores. Browning's "The 
Year's at Spring.' set to music by 
Mrs. Beach, and sung tn dramatic 
style; Burley'a camp meeting met 
ody, "Deep River," given with won- 
derful richness and sympathy; the 
Marseillaise, which brought the and 
laatttj instantly to its feet; "The Bat- 
tle Song of the Republic," rendered 
In a way that probably none present 
had ever beard It sung; tbe popular 
melody, "Keep the Home Fires Burn- 
ing" which brought tears to the eyes 
of many present; and Anally, "The 
Star Spangled Banner' in which the 
audience was asked to Join, — all theae 
indicate that Miss Miller la not mere- 
ly a great artist but that she knows 
people and that she possesses a person- 
ality that doea much to make her the 
favorite that aha la. 

The superb accompanying of Mra. 
Lucius Ades mun be mentioned. Her 
work waa an integral part of the ar- 
tist hi triumph of the Evening. 

It has meant mnch to the college 
and to Manhattan to have had In the 
paat year three such great artists at 
Fanny Bloomfleld-Zeialer, Cecil Fan- 
ning, and Christine Miller— J. R. MoA.

It 
ha* been argued that an outsider could 
come In without any of the minor 
prejudices and Jealousies that are 
bound to be felt within an institution. 
Offend Place to Kerr!

The 
department, however, expects to ob- 
tain enough by the time the abort 
course classes start to supply ade- 
quately these classes. 

The department has received sev- 
eral motor accessories, among which 
are two sectional models of force feed 
lubricators, and a Dixie high tension 
magnets. One of tbe lubricators was 
donated by the Detroit Lubricating 
company and the other by the Madl- 
eon-Klpp company. 

The high tension magneto Is the lat- 
est development of Its type. It is 
capable of Igniting four cylinders and 
Is equipped with an Impulse starter 
that does away with the necessity of 
using batteries for starting. This 
magneto will start the largest motor 
easily and with absolute certainty. 
The department has been promised 
several other ports of accessory 
equipment which will enable the stu- 
dents to make Intensive studies of any 
individual piece of apparatus without 
necessitating the dismantling of a 
complete tractor. 

The department will Install three 
unmounted tractors in the laboratory. 
The motor, transmission system, fuel 
tanks, and radiators will be mounted 
on a concrete base, and will furnish 
an easy means of study and opera- 
tion.

Foley Kiang, freshman in agricul- 
ture, has expressed his views toward 
the civilian's part in helping finance 
the war in a paper submitted for 
classwork.

Those who 
lire able but fail to answer the sec- 
ond call are ' an tl patriots' or misers. 
But those who claim themselves pat- 
riots and take advantage of the war 
to grub for profits are threacheroue 
qb spies. 

"Patriotism itself mesne sacrifice. 
Pocketbook Itself means profits. Theeo 
terms are strongly opposed to each 
other.

Is knitting for soldiers a farce? Ev 
ery woman who has been asking this 
question may rest assured that the 
time she spends In knitting for sol- 
diers is well spent, at least that U 
the opinion of Miss Helen Green, in- 
structor In domestic science. The 
Moman who knits articles for home 
use, she characterizes as unpatriotic. 

"The argument that the manufac- 
ture res can turn out better articles 
and in shorter time than the home 
knitters Is not a sound one," said 
Miss Green. "The manufacturers 
iniiFt now iiso their machinery and 
labor for making munitions, explos- 
ives, and other things that warfare 
makes imperative. The leisure lime 
of countless women throughout the 
country may well be utilized in knit- 
ting. 

"Tibs Industry can, in a mearure, 
be taken to the home and every wo- 
man given an opportunity to Utilise 
her sua re time profitably and do a 
service to her country by contribut- 
ing to the comfort of the soldiers. Ev- 
ery woman and girl who does not 
know how to do so should learn to 
knit and then knit, knit, knit, so long 
as there is a need for knitted gar- 
ments 

"Any woman who Is close to a Red 
Cros auxiliary may go there for yarn 
and directions for knitting socks, hel- 
mets, sweaters, and wristlets. As 
soon as articles are finished they 
should he taken to the local Red 
Cross headquarters. They will he sent 
where most needed. If one wishes to 
designate the receiver of the knitted 
articles the Red Cross will not furnish 
the material because as an Internation- 
al organization it sends its help where 
help is most needed. 

"The woman who is not in touch 
with a Red Cross organization may 
make articles at hom.> and send them 
to the nearest chapter. Dark colore 
should be chosen, or, if only bright 
colors are available, the garments 
may be dyed. On p count of the scar- 
city of wool, the woman who knits 
for home use Is unpatriotic'

"I am on detached service at a dif- 
ferent point from where my company 
is looa'ed. I have been placed In 
charge of the building of a Y M. C 
A.- and have charge of lfc men— two 
squads, with myself.

"Am having some sport In reading 
the plans. An American architect 
hasn't much in common with a French 
architect. Dimensions are expressed 
In meters. The building la 37 m, by 
about is m , a fairly large "Y." Each 
piece of lumber that goes Into the 
building Is numbered, la cut to fit, and 
haa n certain place where t muust go 

Tn* foundation Is of -Miy 4 pllea — 
crins-cross joists— and since the piles 
are only aboot a meter long and the 
lay of the land is on ibout a five foot 
fail, we are doing a great amount oi 
excavating. 

"We have- only been on the Job a 
day now and hnve been told that we 
have done more than an Infantry de- 
tail hart tried to do in three weeks. 
We are attached to an infantry layo'it 
for auarters and rations. " 

Company Pnt Out Fire. 

A former letter had told or the com- 
pany of which Corporal Brewt-r is a 
member being routed nit in the mid- 
dle of the night by a hullabaloo of. 
French noiaes. After having armod 
themselves and formed, the command- 
er discovered from one of the French- 
men that there was a fire In the town. 
The company Immediately formed b 
bucket line and had the fire out In a 
tittle while. 

Brewers last letter told of the pub- 
licity that tbelr bucket line had 
brought them. 

"I believe I told you aboutu the 
bucket line' we formed at mionlghl 
tome time ago. Well, we have been 
made famous over here by a letter 
from a French general on saving the 
whole community.' The letter is to be 
sent on to the war department at 
Washington. So someday you may ac- 
cidentally read an article about the 
tbint. Well, 1 was In the bucket lino.'

T Wlllnrd, acting preaident. to have 
the thrnata of each of the student* 
mvubbed. and also that permit* for 
Htudont meetings and assemblies be 
withdrawn. 

The result of the awabhlng test-.!, 
which have been made under the di- 
rection of Prof. L. EL Buahnell, col- 
lege bacteriologist, haa proven aatla- 
factory. More than half of the teats 
have been made, and Profeaor Bush- 
nell expects to have tho work done 
hy Wtdne-Jay

ger, according to the health of fleer, 
but there are no new canea in Man- 
ual tan. Three of the four person* 
who have ihe disease are Camp Fun

W. K. Charles, enrolled here last 
year aa a junior in industrial journal- 
ism Is now attending Aviation school 
at Austin, Texas. Mr. Charles writea 
to the editor of his home paper at Re- 
public City telling something of t&e 
workings of an Aviation reboot: 

School of Military Aeronautics, 
Austin, Texas, 
My Dear Mr, Clark:— 

1 have been wondering since I ar- 
rived here at the Aviation school It 
you and Incidentally some of the Re- 
public folks would like to have some 
idea of what this school is intended 
for. 

I might say in the first place that 
we do no flying here, as this Is one 
of many "grornd" schools in the Unit 
ed States, This school la the largest 
and Is rated the best by the War de- 
partment. In the United States. There 
urn at present at "Hit 600 men here, 
with prospects for more. 

We study machine guna, military 
law, wireless, aerial guns, theory of 
ilight and aeroplanea Uiemselves. We 
have a military drill and calisthenics 
daily. We also have to do night guard 
duty once a week. This Is a aoldler's 
hardest as well as hla most important 
Job. We go on guard for two hours 
and off four. 

We rise here at 5:30 o'clock, have 
breakfast at fi:10, classes from 7 un- 
til 11, and classes In the afernoon 
from 2 until 4. Then we have nn hoar 
of drill. We have more drill n-.tl lez* 
class work the first three weeks, when 
we are called the Junior Wing. The 
last five weeks we are In the Senior 
Wing. 

I am not particularly In love with 
Texas, though we have fine weather 
I nit very dry. The weather here 
changes like Kansas weather, but It 
Is not io cold. We have our rooms 
open most of the time. 

We aro. not Issued any clothes to 
keep here. The auppoaltlen 'eing that 
we will soon be officers aud tien furn- 
ish our own clothing Clothe* for sol- 
diers are tin necessarily higsThere. 

Our meals here are quite good, but 
nometlmes rather porly cooked and 
reasoned. At any rate. It can't com- 
pare with mother's coking. We are 
vaccinated against almost everything 
here except bullets. 

There are a good many things here 
i hat I should like to tell, but we are 
forbidden, though our lettera are not 
censored. The poatoffice here !• tho 
most popular place on the reservation 
The bright spots In a soldier's life 
are letters from home and packages, 
especially candy, cookie* or cake I 
most close and study. The work here 
'a made as hard as possible to weed 
out all the poor men. A little orer 60 
percent of the men entering ever fin 
lah, so U 'a not such an awful disgrace 
to fall. With kindest regards.

Students Should Read 
Every Book In Library 
Old Lawmaker Thought 

Away back in the seventies money 
as well as college education was » 
rather scarce article In the Sunflower 
state. The friends. of the college of- 
ten had a tough time to get appropria- 
tions for certain purposes from the 
state, legislature. 

The lawmakers from the centra] 
and western part of the state were 
usually men of the self made type- 
men who had come west with their 
jonng wives and an assortment of 
babies in a covered wagon. They had 
settled on the fertile prairies with 
the determination to grow np with 
the country, and had been successful, 
to a greater extent than they bad or- 
iginally hoped to be. But they pos- 
sessed little book education. Many 
bad never seen the Inside of a high 
school building or a college. 

It was hard to convince these hard 
fisted and extremely economic pion- 
eers that a college library of say 
2,000 volumes was Insufficient to furn- 
ish the mental pabulum required by 
several hundred hook-hungry students 
of both sexes, not to speak of the 
faculty, who were generally too poor 
to buy all the books needed. So It 
was that a request Tor a library ap- 
l> relation always provoked a .heated 
debate in the legislative body. lit 
these arguments many amusing things 
were said by the county politicians 
present. 

The senior member of the faculty 
tells of an argument in one of these 
debates given by a legislator from the 
short grass country. The fellow arose 
to his full height h in the house of rep 
resent&tlveB, coughed, and then ad- 
dressed the chair, 

"Mr. Speaker, I was up at Manhat- 
tan the other day and visited the li- 
i rury room." he said. "I found that 
they had lots of books there — 1 be- 
lieve there were several thousand. The 
librarian told mo that there was not 
a single student or for that matter a 
urofessor, who had read them all. 
Mow I can't see why we should buy 
more hooks when none of them has 
road ail the books they already have. 
I don't think that Is good economy, 
and 1 shall vote 'no' on the proposi- 
tion."

SECRETARY BASER SEES NEED 
FOR COLLEGE XEH.

When the call to national service 
arose, spirited young men everywhere 
of course wanted to be employed In 
a patriotic way, and I suppose there 
Is scarcely a young man In any col- 
lege in the country who, bas not very 
anxlouEly addressed to himself the 
question: 'What can I do" 

I think that there Is no general 
answer to this question. Even in 
those cases where It would be ob- 
viously better tor a young man to 
stay at college and prepare himself 
for later nr.d fuller usefulness/ yet 
if t'.ic young man In so doing acquires 
a low view of his own courage, ano 
feels that he was electing the less 
worthy course, the effect on the young 
man or that state of mind toward hie 
own actions probably would be so 
prejudlal that It ought not to be en- 
couraged. 

To the extent that the men In col- 
lege are physically disqualified, or to 
the extent that they are too young to 
meet the requirements of the depart- 
ment, It soems quite clear that in the 
present state of the emergency their 
uajor usefulness lies in remaining In 
■he college, going forward with their 
academic work. The knowledge that 
the students will acquire at college 
vlll equip them for subsequent use- 
fulness it the emergency lasts until 
their call comes. 

But we do not want to chill enthus- 
iasm. We want to preserve enthus- 
iasm and cultivate it and use it; but 
we do want to be discriminating in 
our enthusiasm, and prevent people 
getting the notion that they are not 
helping the country unless they do 
something different, ivhh|i very often 
V.h not the case at all. The largest 
usefulness may come from doing the 
Mams thing. Now, it Is not unnatural 
that there should be these ebullitions 
•f feeling, this desire to change oc- 
cupation ss s badge of changed ser- 
vice and devotion to Ideals, Our col- 
leges can exercise a steadying in- 
fluence In this regard. 

We are going to have losses on the 
sea; we are going to have losses In 
i -at tie; our communities are going to 
be subjected to the rigid discipline of 
multiplied personal griefs scattered 
all through the community, and we 
are going to seach the cause of those 
i>ack to their foundation, and our 
eclings ere going to be torn and out 
nerves made raw. There Is a placi> 
for physicians of public opinion to 
exercise a curative Impulse. Th'j 
young men who are in colleges, who 
go to their homes from our colleger 
and make up a very large part of the 
direction of public opin'on, can ex- 
ercise a curative influence by preach- 
ing the doctrine of tolerance, by ex- 
ullfylng the fact that It Is not nec- 
essary for a nation like the United 
States, which is fighting for the vin- 
dication of a great Ideal, to discolor 
its purpose by hatreds or by the en- 
tertainment of any unworthy emotion.

Alpha Beta Literary society was 
organlzsd In 1868 hy men of the col- 
lege as a outgrowth of the Bluemont 
Lltrsrary society. In 1870 the society 
received a state charter. 

In 1874 women were admitted Uj 
full membership. Alpha Beta was the 
first society of the college to do this 

The society has met In various 
buildings. Its first meeting piece was 
an old building on college hill. Then 
It met In the armory building, and 
next In Anderson ball. In 1896 the 
society moved to the basement In 
Falrchfld hall. The present quar- 
tan are In Nichols gymnasium. 

in December, 1868, the "Literary 
Ensign" was first published. In 187J 
the "Gleaner" originated. It was Is- 
sued semi-monthly until 1882 when il 
was changed to a weekly 

In 1877 a dramatic entertainment 
was given for the purpose of securlrg 
a library fund and for eight years 
the society had a good library. With 
the growth of the college library 1: 
was unnecessary to have this library, 
ao the books were sold, and the pro- 
ceeds used to buy furniture and car 
pets.

Aa a Held 
general he had no equal In the Miss 
ouri valley. 

Old Timers at Half Back. 

For half backs I have picked Croyle 
and Hat I on.

In the reading 
room are always found the leading 
magazines and newspapers Tbe game 
room is well equipped with chess, 
checkers, and oiher games. The gym- 
nasium serves as an auditorium, a so- 
cial room and a baaketball courx. 
There are IS doimltory rooms for the 
'joys interested In the work. 

One of the purposes of the associa- 
tion is to train young men for lead- 
ership in their home communities 
Mew students are met at the trains, 
and assisted In obtaining their rooms.

must have their throats swabbed or 
lace expulsion. There are only a few 
student<i who have neglected the pre- 
caution, Prof. L, E. Conrad, chair- 
ma.i of the student health committee 
said Isst night. Anly 200 remained 
Sunday, and most of these paid a vis- 
it to the veterinary building yester- 
day. 

For the present at least, the ban 
on entertainments Is not raised, al- 
though small group meetings have 
met with no protests. 

The disease has spent itself at 
Camp Fnnston. lateat reports Indicate 
Xti deaths have occured there this 
month. The cold weather Is said to 
have a beneficial influence in that it 
kills oft the germs. 

Ilecause of the discovery of a case

WEBSTER* ORGANIZED IN IMS. 

K. W. WtllMoa, Pnleontolo*) Anther- 
Ity, Helped Wtth Wert. 

The Webster Literary society dato* 
from October 12, 1808, It grew out 
of the Bluemont Literary society and 
was proposed by Samuel Wendell Mi, 
Baton, now professor of paleontology 
in the University or Chicago, and 
sreatesi authority in the world on 
that subject. Through his influence 
(he Wet. st era obtained a charter in 
1*71. Doctor Wtlllston was graduated 
from the Kansas State Agricultural 
tollege In 1*72 He spoke hare at 
the assembly two yoars ago. 

In the early days of the society the 
place of meeting was changed ae the 
convenience of the meml>ers required. 
In 1RS5 It moved to Anderson hall, 
and In 1SS4 It moved to FnlrchlUl 
hull. The society now occupies its 
attractive hall iu Nichols gymnasium. 

In 1872 a library was started, and 
In 18S5 it Included 250 volumes. At 
this time the society thought it un- 
necessary to own a library when the 
college library was available. The 
books were sold, and the proceeds 
used for furnishings 

in is:s the first monthly edition of 
the Webster Reporter appeared It 
soon became a semi-monthly paper, 
and In 1*95 a weekly.. 

Many unique gifts have been given 
to the society. A block with gavel 
to match waa made from an oak beam 
In the original Bluemont college. This 
gift was presented by Dr. H. J. Wat- 
cm in behalf of the college to tl'e 
Kurodelphian and Webster literary 
nocletles at the dedication of the pres- 
ent hall. October 21, 1911. Several 
chairs have been presented to the 
society with the name of donors on 
the back.

H. J. Waters, after olght yearn 
of bard work at the head ot the col- 
lege.

'goodbye" to the student body and 
faculty members at assembly Monday 
morning. 

The present's farewell address 
was full of advice to the students he 
Is soon to leave. 

"Stay by your work In college as 
Inns as >ou can," was one of thcr 
parting statements of Doctor Waters. 

One ">f the largest student assem- 
blies of the year heard the retiring 
iives I dent's talk. Although the col lego 
enrollment is only 1.T00, at least 1,300 
students listened to the speech. 

Spends a Busy Week. 

Receptions and parties for Doctor 
Waters andhlswlfearenumero us this 
week. One of the most elaborate af- 
.ii' was a reception by the faculty 
and employees at the domestic science 
hull lust night. Resolutions, written 
by Dr. I. R. Macarthur, professor of 
Knglish, and read by Dr. J. V. Cor- 
telyon, professor of languages, were 
presented to the president, 

N, A, Crawford, professor of Jour- 
nalism, gave a luncheon yesterday 
uoon at Harrison's for Dr. Waters. 
Members of Sigma Delta Chi, national 
honorary lournallam fraternity, Frank 
L. Snow, assistant professor of jour- 
nalism, and Fred L. Trigg, who Is 
editing the Kansas City 'Weekly Star 
until President Waters takes up his 
new work on that paper the first of 
the year, were guests. Resolutions 
of appreciation for the work the college 
executive has done lo advance jour- 
nalism here were read. 

Tn his goodbye address yesterday 
morning, President Waters laid spec- 
ial stress on the war. 

Hniins Seeded After War. 

"Aa I leave you," the president 
said, "I want to give you some ad- 
\lce: In these trying hours prepare 
for two Be r vices. Wn have before ub 
one great task — to win the war. Ev- 
erything else must be subordinated 
to that. But to your thinking and In 
your planning look ahead also and 
prepare to render the best possible 
service tn the boys when the war will 
be over and the world must be re- 
built. 

"To the young men I would say, 
get ready for the service that you 
ran render and take military training 
every hour you can get It. Do not be 
satisfied with the two years that the 
institution requires but continue for 
the whole four years you are here. 
And to you who are of draft age I 
would say, get ready to render the 
best service that you can when you 
are called and avail yourselves of ev- 
erything this college offers in mili- 
tary training." 

College Men Tempted, 

At the beginning of the second se- 
mester the government Is going to es- 
tablish here a reserve otflers training 
corps, giving additional opportunity 
for military training, explained th<* 
speaker. 

"I know that in a time like this 
it Is tremendously difficult to remain 
(n college. The tendency is to get 
out into something else even If you 
arc not going into military service 
Tor a while. There never was a tune 
when opportunities were better than 
now, and many have stayed away 
froru college for this temporary ad- 
vantage, bat the far sighted, right

thinking man will not be kepi down 
by this temporary advantage, but wir. 
get ready for the bit; task that Is be- 
fore him. 

Women Have a Part. 

"To the women I would say, In 
addition to prop art ng for the large 
task of life, got ready to render ser- 
vice in this war as Red ^'rotts nursc>. 
as dieticians, as people who will help 
in this campaign of food ■■ on nervation, 
and to take the place of men who wil. 
be called to wnr. More and more the 
•vimen of this country must bear tli a 
rurden and carry the load. 

"And again I would tell yoj that 
It Is honorable to work In any capac- 
ity at any lime, nnd that it is doub'y 
honorable to work now.'' 

AgTlmltnrt- to Rise. 

After the war la ended, President 
Waters prophesied that there would 
be a tremendous advance In agricul- 
ture. This has ilways been the case, 
he explained, after every great war 
Men who have lived In town, after a 
time spent In camp, turn instinctively 
back to the land. 

"China is certain to develop hsv 
agriculture," continued the speaker, 
"as will also South America, Africa 
wtl] be developed and transformed 
There never was a more encouraging 
or Inviting outlook for the trained 
man, so I say to you again that if I 
should give you one parting word of 
advice It would be to stay by your 
work in college as long as you can. 

"Although I have been associated 
with students In several other col- 
leges, i have never been associated 
w!th a group of students so serious 
minded, so right minded, or with so 
good an attitude toward the serious 
things of life ns the students or K. S. 
A. C. in the eight and one half years 
I have giiown tbem. 

siill (Yin Be an Aggie. 

"I have «een you resht the tern ga- 
llon to degenerate into the cheap at- 
titude of many college students I faavn 
.-r'l-n von resist the temptation to k 
the average student with his extremo 
dress and his foolish notions. You 
have shnwn your worth on many oc- 
casions when the (nstltut'on has call- 
ed upon you for service. An example 
of this was your response to the an- 
lieal for funds for the Y. K. C. A» 
when vou gave more generously than 
any other group of students In the 
state. 

"Even though I am going away, i 
am comforted by the fact that I am 
not going far and that I sha'i have 
the opportunity to come back often and 
continue my pleasant association with 



you, and work with you and lor you 
and for the Institution as diligently 
iind loyally as I have In the past. 1 
feel that 1 shall continue to be a part 
o( this institution and perhaps I will 
be In a position lo render service nj 
important to the institution as if I 
continued to be at Its head."

Find Employment 



Boarding the soldiers' wives and 
families baa created an unusual de- 
mand for the services of college girls 
who wish to work. The majority of 
Ujb 6o applications for work received 
by the Young Women's Christian as- 
sociation is for housework. Many 
g rls take positions at boarding clubs, 
■ i hers care for children of the officers 
and some few are given board and 
room Just for their company. 

The scarcity of men In college has 
added opportunities for the college 
girl to earn her way through school. 
A few girls do clerical work and still 
fewer stenographic work. There Is. 
however, a great demand for steno- 
grapher*, especially among the col- 
lege profesors, but few students are 
fitted for the position. Some iron 
type-write, hut are unable to write 
shorthand, and visa versa. 

One woman entered college with » 
capital of only seven dollars. 1% rough 
the Y. W. C. A. she obtained a posi- 
tion and la now doing housework for 
her room and board. The girls accept 
a great variety of work from catering 
and nursing to laundering and scrub 
bag.

That Is Waj Women Can Help Win 
the War, Mr. Hots Say*.

A meeting of the agricultural teach- 
ers in the high schools of Kansas was 
lit; 1/1 at the college In the interests 
ot the United state* Boys' Working 
u-s-rv,. December 27, 28, and 29. 

The United States Boys' Working 
Reserve is being organised by Sec- 
ictary Wllron in the United State J 
department of labor. Its purpose 1« 
lo train boys and to have them in 
readiness to supply the demands ot 
farms of the United States. For It*. 
I male organization Secretary Wilson 
has appointed Wtllam K. Hull na- 
tonal director, W. L. Porter, state di- 
rector of Kansas, and there will be 
county directors, and, directors for 
all cities o( the first and second clasi 
a |i pointed. , 

It will be the business ot the di- 
rector of each town to organize a 
Boys' Working Rererve in his com- 
munity. Boys who are eligible for 
tnls organization must be between the 
ages of IE and 11, and In some cases 
must pass a physical examination. 
These toys will be given training in 
practical farm work and prepared tc 
do the work on the farm. This trciu- 
ing will be given through the high 
school, and the local director will 
probably be the superintendent or 
the high school In each town. 

In order to systematize th's train- 
ing which the boys win receive, Dr 
W. M Jardlne, dean of the diiisoii 
ot agriculture has heen appointed a 
member ot the state committee and 
under his management a course of in- 
struction will be prepared for the 
tearhere of agriculture In the high 
schools of Kansas. Teachers will be 
invited lo at lend this meeting when 
the plane for the organization will be 
explained fully. . 

The' college will further assist the 
organlztlon by tending man out to 
each high school fcr a period of two 
weeks to demonstrate farm methods 
Each boy, upon enliatlrg in this or- 
ganization, must take an oath of al- 
legiance to the country. He will then 
lie given a badge which will Indicate 
tti^t he ie a member. After be ,taas 
taken his course of instruction and Is 
competent to be useful to the farmer, 
It will l*e the business ot the director 
to find a place on the farm where the 
boy Is reeded

Dean Willard temporarily takes the 
I'lare of Dr. H. J. Waters, who gave 
up his work here the last of the 
year to take up the managing editor- 
fhip of the Weekly Kansas City Star 
The new position carries with It a 
substantial raise in salary. 

Was \ Natural Choice 

The move did not come as a sur- 
prise, in the absence of a new preai- 
dent, it was taken for granted that 
l lie honor would go to Dean Willard, 
who la the senior active membor ot 
i he faculty. Dean Wlllard's exper- 
ience as acting president In the ab- 
acence of Doctor Waters, and also his 
familiarity with the college and Its 
Mudenta were contributing factors. 

Doctor Willard is a graduate of the 
college. He was graduated in 1S83, 
and received his master's degree In 
ISfW. In 190S he was awarded the 
honorary degree of doctor of science, 
In recognition of ails distinguished 
services to the college and to scien- 
tific investigation and teaching. 
Knows College Intimately 

Kxcept for time spent in graduate 
Hludy elsewhere, Doctor Willard has 
been a member of the staff of the 
instllutlin since his graduation, and 
has an Intimate knowledge of college 
matters. Starting as assistant in 
chemistry, his ability and efficiency 
eaufct'd him to be advanced steadily 
For 20 vears he has held a full pro- 
fessorship and has been chemist In 
i be agricultiral experiment itation. 
Pur a number of years has was di- 
rector of the station, and Is now vice 
ilirector. He Is also chemist In the 
engineering experiment station. 

Since 1909 he has been dean of th<j 
division of general science, whore his 
administration has been marked by 
a steady increase to enrolment and 
decided progress In atan lard's ot In- 
st ruction. He is prominent in alum- 
iil councils. Ha Is well known in 
ftate and national scientific circles. 

On a number of previous occasions 
Dean Willird has acted as president 
of the college. 

Curtail Soda] Expenses 

At a meeting of the Kanaaa College 
iiraoclation in Topeuka Tuesday, doc- 
tor Willard made an address on "How 
Far Should We Curtail the Expense 
of the Social Life of our Institution? 
During the War?" 

Doctor Willard pointed out clearly 
the place which socials affairs should 
occupy In an Institution of learning. 
Converse with others, he showed, L» 
essential to the happiness and the 
development of modern men aim 
women 
Considers Howe Founding Initlnet 

"The social meetings of young peo- 
ple," Doctor Willard went on to say, 
"are douh'lesa closely Involved with 
the home founding instinct, and any 
consideration of college soCial affair* 
that doea not recognize this la very 
Incomplete. Marriageable people 
wiah to get together whether there 
is intellectual, esthetic, or religious 
activity accompanying the occasion 
or not, and opportunities for such 
meeting under suitable conditions 
must be provided. A pair of young 
people may have a perfectly delight- 
ful time, and conduct a sparkling 
conversation in which all of the Ideas 
are light as thistledown.

ing in feet first through the window. 
Loaded, the train pulled out towajd 
McFarland. Ags^s were suspended 
over the backs ot the chairs; Aggtea 
rode astride their suitcases in the 
aisles, and Aggies perched themselves 
on the arms of the chairs. They were 
all good-natured Aggies, and when at 
McFarland, their train turned to the 
southward, they were still throwing 
fun at the conductor who, refualng tr 
attempt to wade through tho crowded 
Uhles of the last coach, peered brougu 
the 'lour at the front, as If the spec- 
tacle he beheld were a box ot mon- 
keys.

The Kansas state council of de- 
fense baa Issued the seventh circular, 
prepared by Dr. W, M. Jardine, dean 
of the division of agriculture. The 
Kansas State council of defense Is at- 
tempting to relieve the labor short- 
age caused by the 25,100 young Kan- 
sas men wtfo joined the army and 
navy, by assisting the Boys' National 
Reserve to prepare the 10,000 high 
school city boys who come in this 
class for service on the farm. 

The circular deals with the care 
and handling of work horses such as 
harnessing, hitching, and feeding, and 
also the care or farm machinery. »nd 
the handling and care of dairy cows. 

Its purpose Is to acquaint the city 
boy with the rudimentaries of farm 
life and work.

"lliore whose business It is to In- 
crease I he efficiency of stat» and na- 
tion are focusing their attention upon 
the work of agricultural agents, as 
the nee'I tor it Is oven more apparent 
in the present crisis than it was in 
lime* of peace." said Dean Johnson 

"Many new duties liavo been given 
county agricultural ag^nt^ln the Unit- 
ed States since the country entered 
the war, and many counties which a 
j-enr ago were indifferent to the need 
tor agentg are now asking for themfl '' 

Canada's county agent work was 
i.iiuly crippled at the beginning of the 
war due to the fact that 75 per cent 
o( the county agents of that country 
unlisted in the army, pointed ouut 
Dean Johnson. Some ot these men are 
now returning incapltated for further 
wsrvlce at the front but still able to 
do efficient county agent work, and 
this work Is being reestibllshed. 

Canadians are studying the county 
agent methods iiBed In the United 
States and the results obtained in or- 
der that the roo«:t effective phases of 
he work may be omphaszed in that 
country. The Manitoba Agriculture! 
college has asked for an outline cf 
the agricultural agent work and club 
work as It Is being done in Kansas 

The moat valuable testimony tor 
agricultural agent work is the one 
made by the farmer who has voted 
t'cainst the work but who later recog- 
nises It as eFectivo and worth while. 

"What you did in the Interest of 
dairying and the use of silos had lf.a 
effect on me," commented one farm- 
er, "but when I heard that'you were 
1 costing for sheep I had to yield

at the educational conference of the 
Kansas State Colleges' association, 
which met In Topeka to confer on the 
various problems arising from the 
war and which confront every educa- 
tional institution in the state. 
Do Away With Baseball, 
Doing away with baseball was urg- 
ed by nearly all the representatives 
and the belief among the. executives 
present was that this would be done 
In all the school*, the Kansas State 
Agricultural college, Emporia Normal 
and Kansas university included. Or- 
ganization of gymnasium Classes for 
all students, and cutting down on ell 
branches of athletics was also urged 
Prohibition of all expensive social 
functions should come In all schools. 
It was agreed. Hake the social life 
simple and inexpensive, the execu- 
tives declared. 

Credit* for Selected Men. 
It was further recommended that 
Feuiors to good standing, who are 
called Into service during the present 
year, be excused from the remainder 
or their work and granted their de- 
grees; that other students called dur- 
ing the year tje given credit in ac- 
cordance to the amount of work com- 
pleted, no credit being given ft>r less 
than six weeks and 15 weeki b;ing 
counted a full semester. 

A committee was appointed to draft 
resolutions embodying the suggestions 
made at yesterday's conference and to 
f=end them to the various schools at 
ence for Anal action. No final action 
on any of the suggestions was taken 
yesterday, but It Is the opinion ot the 
directors that many of the suggestions 
will be to Torce In all school* within 
u phort time.

Labrinth of Tunnels 
Carrying Heat Pipes 
Is Under the Campus 

Do yen know that under the cam- 
pus is labyrinth tunnels. The steam, 
electricity and water Ib carried to the 
college by means of these tunnels 

The steam pipes are laid along the 
sides of the tunnels and the electric 
wires run along the top W the tunnel. 
The main tunnel Is so large that It is 
possible for men to go through to 
examine the pipes and wires and to 
do repair work. 

There are two principal tunnela 
They both atari from the powerhouse 
One runs sc nth and supplies all the 
buildings south of the powerhouse. 
The other one runs eastward from 
I he powerhouse and supplies alt the 
buildings eaat of the power plant. A 
branch of this east tunnel runs north 
and supplies the veterinary and farm 
buildings, the dairy barn, the Block 
pavillinn and the new agricultural 
1 ulldlng. 

Part of the funnels are built of 
brick and are four feet wide and eight 
feet high. The rest are built of con- 
crete and are five feet wide and seven 
leet high. A person or persons can 
walk underground from the gymnas- 
ium building to the horticultural build- 
ing. 

The steam pipes are covered with 
ii-ii i-stos to that the heat will be con- 
served, and to make It possible for 
men to work to I he tunnel*. The as- 
bestos cover also prevents ignition ot 
the electric wires. It takes 50 tons 
of coal to heat the campus buildings 
z* hours In cold weather and approx- 
imately 12n,000 gallons of water to 
Hiipply the college one day with water.

Motors, Sander* Hays. 

The auto truck Is no longer a lux- 
ury but almost a necessity for Un- 
successful Kansas farmer, thinks W. 
1-1. Sanders, Instructor in farm mo- 
tors In the college. 

Thousands of young men have been 
taken from the state for national ser 
vice. At least 55 per cent if tbeso 
are from the farms or have been en- 
gaged in farm work. This creates a 
shortage in farm labor which Is like- 
ly to become permanent as successive 
draft* take place, and the government 
la urging the few left on the farms to 
produce more farm products than 
ever before. 

Much valuable time Is lost in thj: 
crop growing season by the use of 
horses in making trips to town for 
needed supplies, for such trips usually 
take three or tour hours or more The 
auto truck could ha uaed to good ad 
vantage tor these trips. 

The truck ranges in capacity from 
half a ton to sis tons, Is as easily op- 
erated as en automobile, and the limit 
of its speed Is governed only by the 
road over which It travels, the maxi- 
mum being 20 miles an hour. 

On the carefully laid out farmstead, 
the auto truck is capable of a great 
saving of labor in the handling o! 
produce from the field to the gran 
ary or haymow, and in any other work 
that would suggest Itself, as well as 
in the hauling of such produce to 
market.

Dens Johnion Drafts E. E. Frlsell an 
Labor Administrator. 

K. E. FrizoU ol Lamed, farmer, bus- 
iness man and ranch owner in western 
Kansas for 40 years, has been drafted 
for war service as farm labor admin- 
istrator for Kansan, his work to l<n- 
gin February 1. This announcement 
was made Tuesday by Edward C. 
Johnson, dean of the division of ex- 
tension fn the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural college, who waa asked by the 
Tutted States government to nomi- 
nate a farm labor administrator. 

Mr. Frizell will work In connection 
with the Kansas State council of de- 
fense, the extension service of the ag- 
ricultural college, the Kansas state 
labor bureau. Kansas farmers' oi- 
ganlzatlone and the United States de- 
partment of agriculture In their ef- 
fort to organize all Kansas communi- 
ties so that every possible source of 
farm labor can be utilised In produc- 
ing crops this year. His headquar- 
ters will be at the agricultural col- 
lege. 

Mr. Frizell is now operating three- 
ranches In Pawnee, Hodgeman and 
Ness counties — a total of 12.200 acres. 
He has 5.000 acres in wheat, 600 In 
alfalfa, one thousand acres are under 
lrrl nation. In addition, he has more 
than 1.000 head of cattle, 220 head of 
horses, together with many hogs and 
sheep. In providing labor for this 
large business .he has became thor- 
oughly familiar with the farm labor 
situation, and farm labor require- 
ments. 

As mayor of Lamed for 17 years. 
Mr. Frizell has conducted farm labor 
bureau to supply labor to Pawnee 
county and counties to the west He 
has been a member of the Kansas 
state board of agriculture lor five 
years, was re-elected as a member at 
Its recent session, and is one of the 
directors of the Kansas state fair.

Doctor Carver waa interviewed yes- 
terday afternoon, that Is, If a refusal 
to say anything constitutes an inter- 
view When tbe question, "Hits you 
received an offer?" waa asked tba 
prominent economist did nothing mors 
than smile his usual smile. 

l-lnully he permitted himself to bs 
quoted to this extent, 

"You can say tor me, that as far aa 
I can see, there Is no reason why Oat 
board should go outside the present 
faculty io pick its msn." 

All Answers Indefinite. 
After delivering himself of that 
statement, Doctor Carver hid hi* 
thoughts behind an impenetrable 
mask. Yes, be liked the school. Hi 
had been here a number of times be* 
tore, and knew tbo lay of the ground 
rretty well. And it was' a fine Air, 
wasn't It? 

The students liked his talk? Well, 
lie was glad of that. He always luted 
to please an audience, especially i 
student audience. How long had the 
snow been on the ground?

Nothing- ex- 
cites more admiration than a business 
or social letter that la couched En clear 
flowing English. Yet many of us con- 
tent ourselves with a "hit-and-miss" 
method of writing on the grounds that 
we are possessed of that spark of 
genius that enables us to put our 
thoughts on paper. 

It is the aim of a college paper to 
entertain, to furnish news, and last, 
but by no mean* least, to serve as a 
means for the development of literary 
ability among Its contributors. — The 
Misslsalpplau.

To the college men of America I 
address myself with confidence, a con- 
fidence born of uu forgettable experi- 
ence. 

In the relief of Belgium, must of the 
actual work of the Commission in 
the occupied territory was done by 
young American collegians. Each 
time a call waa made for volunteers 
muny more than asked for offered 
their services. And those that were 
chosen performed their duties, not 
only effectively but with a spirit of 
devotion that made their service be- 
yond praise. They combined, ideal- 
ism and efficiency. It la the com 
b I nation that moves the v.orld tor- 
ward. 

Today all the young college men 
of America face a special hesponsibil - 
ity and duty. At no time In the 
world's history has the technically 
trained mind been at a higher pre- 
mium. And this need for It and de- 
mand on it will continue after the 
war Is over. Hence the young man 
In college is faced with a serfous 
problem. He must ask himself: Is 
the Immediate need of me by my coun- 
try in my present stage of training 
greater than this need will be later, 
and when I have acquired a higher 
training? This is a question the 
clear answer to which cannot be In- 
dicated for all by a single formula, 
because the young men In college 
flr.d themselves under varying cir- 
cumstances. Yet an answer In gen- 
era) terms Is some helpfulness uiay 
be made. 

To the younger men, the lower 
classman, only beginning their pro- 
fessional training. I Kay: Keep on 
with your college work. If the war 
lasts long you will be needed more 
later than now; and you will be bet- 
ter qualified to fill the need then. If 
the war ends soon, there will still be 
urgent need for your help In the ne- 
cessary great work of reconstruction 
and rehabMlltaticn. The more ad- 
vanced your training, the more ma- 
ture your Judgment, the more valua- 
ble you will be. So try to possess 
yourself in patience and stick to your 
college work. 

Tc the upper classmen, I would 
hay: Hold yourself ready to respond 
to your country"s piesent need at any 
moment. Where you see yoi-r way 
clear to make your training useful . 
do- not hesitate to follow the way Bui 
you, too, should remember that ev- 
ery additional month or semester of 
training will make you a more ef- 
fective helper to your country In this 
time of Its emergency, ever growing 
more critical. So be willing and 
ready to go out, but go In no thought 
leas hurry, nor merely to satisfy th« 
natural restlessness of the moment. 

Finally, to both lower and upper 
fiasamen, and to the ar«at army of 
American college and university grad- 
uates, I would say: The country 
looks to you for Justification of the 
advantages It has given or Is now giv- 
ing ym. You are a privileged class 



All special privilege brings special r* 
spunalblllty and special duty. Yours 
Is the advantage of the expanded mind 
and the uplifted spirit. Your knowl- 
edge of the conditions and needs of 
your country, and your understanding 
of the real meaning of patriotism 
ahould lie beyond those of the many 
dented your privilege. Therefore, 
your response to the call of your 
country's need should be quicker, more 
insistent, more persistent and more 
ready to adapt itself to any form of 
tbis need than that of the unprivileged 
many. You have already responded 
nobly to the call to the colors. Bui 
not all of yon can now march to bat- 
tle; not all of you should try to, but 
all who should not or cuunot, and 
all who are sticking to their work of 
waning themselves litter for their 
future service can still serve, anc* 
serve now. There la very much fl sa | 
you can do right now. 

I would call, your attention to just 
one of the many ways In which you 
can help, and help importantly. It 
is the way to insuring the absolutely 
necessary food supply to ourselves, 
and to our Allies. 

Especially must the matter of the 
food supply of our Allies be stressed. 
The vital world problem of food Is 
not generally understood. The popular 
view is too self-contered, too selfish — 
to use an ugly word. It docs not 
look across the sea. The backwash 
of Europe's misery does not carry to 
our shores. We do not know, and 
hence cannot feel, the pangs of hun- 
ger, and pain of hunger weakness 
ihat are everywhere In Europe. They 
are pains felt by out Allies as well 
as by our foes. We must make this 
known to all our people, that all our 
people may understand the great In- 
dispensable and Immediate role they 
must play In this all-Important part 
of the war situation. You who can 
readily understand must help. 

Yon can impress on the people 
around you, and wherever you go, the 
tact that the critical phase of the 
world food problem Is now, not the 
question high or low prices, but the 
question of producing and saving and 
sending enough food to our Allies to 
keep them %llve and strong and stead- 
fast In war. The critical question 
now In this war Is the question of the 
actual physical strength of the fight- 
ing nations. 

You can understand It, and you can 
explain it. You can help us let tho 
people of this country know that our 
Allies depend absolutely on us to main 
tain their food supply. They, them- 
selves, simply cannot do it. It It is 
not done for them Ity us the end of 
the war is near, and It Is a bad end. 
nn Inconceivable bad end. From ev- 
ery American college man the country 
expects the truest levutlon, the truest 
patriotism and the highest service. 
And it will get It. You will give 
It.

It Is vital to a powerful navy to 
have powerful guns and powerful 
ships, ')ut they are only so much 
well-fashioned steel unless they a>e 
manned by ■ if risers and men with 
trained minds and hands, with steady 
nerves and heads. We have today In 
ihe Navy all the men we need until 
ships under construction and repair 
are tarnished and put In commission. 
The greatest need, therefore, is for 
olllcers who know how to sail a ship, 
how to man its guns, how to organise 
it lo right. 

The Navy's reliance upon the Naval 
Academy for educated and capable of- 
ficers In peace times is well placed, 
mce the war began this One institu- 
tion, unsurpaas^d In the wot Id, has 
(to-itiicd, but tolay its facilities are 
inadequate to graduate offlcera as 
rapidly as they are needed. 

But all the norms! sources of c Mi- 
ce is com I -inert did not serve to give 
as many as the expanding Navy need- 
ed, and we torned with confidence to 
the civilians with love cf the sea and 
some knowledge of seamanship to 
tiualtfy themselves for command. Be- 
fore war was declared there were 
some reserve officers who had shown 
talent and are giving evidence of abil- 
ity, but many of the men initiated in- 
to the glorious company of naval offi- 
cers came direct from civil life, and 
upon their willingness to learn, their 
swiftness and their apaitude we must 
depend for a large Increase In the 
number of those who are to be given 
command of ships. 

The Navy has given warm welcome 
to college students and college grad 
nates. I wish 1 ?ould personally shake 
bauds with each college man who has 
entered or will enter the service. I 
would like to say to each: 

"You will touch here with the stim- 
ulating traditions dear to all who love 
the Navy. 

"Your country has confidence in 
you. You will justify that confluence 
in proportion as you master the work 
which you are entering. Its rewards 
come only to those it good courage 
whose minds are wholly given to 
learning the mysteries of modern 
righting: craft. 

"I am empowered officially to wel- 
come the youthful defenders of our 
cuuntry. You come as cittiens called 
to duties ot citizenship In time of war. 
Whan civil liberty la at stake, civil- 
ians become warriors. So today the 
Republic has gone to war! 

"Aa you may be called Into service 
you will go to the fleet, to the patrol, 
to the transports, to whatever duty 
you will be assigned with the feeling 
that you have shown that civilians can 
do whatever there la need for them 
to do. 

"You are engaged In a righteous 
var, and when faith tn right shall tri- 
umph over faith In might, as It surely 
will, you will fchare with the veteran* 
of the Navy the gratitude of a people 
who have never looked to their Navy 
in vain. 

"I do not know what particular ser- 
vice yon will be called to do. I Can 
not lift the veil. One thing I do know, 
however, and that la that yon will be 
worthy of the noble work Into which 
yon eater May the All-Wiso Provf-
